diode was old and wired in a 
way that made eavesdropping 
possible.

QUEBEC (CP) - Progres¬ 
sive Conservatives handed 
Opposition Leader Joe Gark 
an overwhelming mandate 
Friday to carry the party into 
the ne.vt federal election. 

In a secret ballot, only 6.9 
per cent of 1,031 voting dele¬ 
gates at a four-day (conserva¬ 
tive convention here asked the 
party for a meeting to choose 
a new leader. 

The remainder indicated 
they were satisfied with the 
slender 38-year-old Alberta 
MP who has led the party for 
the last 20 months. 

Despite the overwhelming 
vote of support, an estimated 
one-third of the delegates ap¬ 
parently did not cast ballots. 
Organizers said about 1,300 
delegates registered. 

Announcement of the result 
drew roars of glee from Tory 
conventioneers, who had been 
w'armed up for the event with 
a keynote speech by Gark 
and an hour-long cocktail 
party. 

Organizers had predicted 
that Gark would \vin a 
-greater show of support from 
Conservatives than Prime 
Minister Trudeau received 
from LibcraL in that party's 
last leadership review two 
years ago. 

Then, a 19 per cent minority 
of Liberal delegates voted for 
a chaqce to change the paity 
head at tliat time. 

Gark described the result 
as “a \^ry' strong vote of loy¬ 
alty and support.” 

Desipite the party’s poor 
showing in popularity polls 
during the summer. Conser¬ 
vatives had “demonstrated 
just how tough a party we 
are.” 

Speaking in French, Clark 
said he considei'ed the vote a 
show of support “not only for 
me, but for the team we have 
in the province of Quebec.” 

He urged Conservatives to 
work on to win the next elec¬ 
tion “and give Canadians a 
better government.’’ •

An easy way? 
Out with it 

FACED WITH lough problems, some people look 
for not the best but the tidiest answers. lt*s 
budget time in parts of the community and 
the simplest-is-besi syndrome is appearing at 
the Capital Region Board and the Greater Vic¬ 
toria school board. 

There was Ron McKenzie, one of Victoria's 
representatives on the regional board, shaking 
his head last week over the whacking great 
increase in the community health services bud¬ 
get for next year. Indeed it has taken a great 
leap up too. by 30 per cent to $4.5 million. 

What is McKenzie’s solution to the annual 
spiral of regional government budgets? Well, he 
said, why doesn’t the board first determine the 
tax limit, the maximum levy it is prepared to 
make against properly owners? From that could 
be calculated the number of tax dollars avail 
able. Then it would simply be a matter of 
the board telling its department heads; “Look 
chaps, this is the the number of dollars we have, 
plan your spending proposals within this total.' 

Sounds reasonable, doesn't it? The problem 
Is it ignores one of the basic jobs of the politi¬ 
cian: to examine spending plans of the bureau 
crats, debate their merits, make the administra 
tors explain what they are doing if it isn’t clear 
as well as Justify proposed changes and In 
creases. 

It's as though Mckenzie thought spending 
programs never change, just gel bigger and the 
only problem is finding a way to cap them. .Not 
so. Priorities do change, new needs arise, ser 
vices alter. 

In a similar vein, school trustees Peter Bunn 
and Peter Yorke seem determined to tailor their 
board’s education programs to an arbitrary $41.) 
million operating budget next year 

Local politicians or school trustees ha\e 
more than a one-dimensional role as spending 
watchdogs. The job calls for them to use their 
best judgment on the merits of proposals put 
before them. 

Doing a good job at budget-culling commit 
lee sessions isn't easy. A school trustee or 
regional board member literally has to do 
homework, read the budget proposals oxer with 
care, make notes, raise what may seem to be 
embarrassingly naive questions where some 
thing is not understood. 

It lakes a degree of courage, determination 
and a willingness to resist simplistic solutions 

As it should be 

WICKANINNISH INN, perched handsomely on 
the tide-line rocks of Pacific Rim national park, 
soon will become a nature centre for people — 
and that’s as it should be. 

Parks Canada bought the inn, 190 acres of 
land including 800 feet of magnificent shoreline, 
for about $900,000 from partners Robin Fells 
and John Allan five years ago. It was one of 
about 100 houses, cottages and tourist businesses 
bought up by government within the 125-square 
miles of the then new national park on Vancou¬ 
ver Island’s west coast. 

Among other busines.ses like Wickaninnish 
that were bought out were Singing Sands and 
Combers resorts. The federal policy then and 
now is to return this park's lands as much as 
possible to their natural condition. 

For almost five years Wickaninnish has 
been leased to the former owners and run by 
them as a tourist business, the last one in the 
park. The lease expires at the end of this year 
and the government has announced it won’t be 
renewed, which^ has brought howls of protest 
from Allan and others. 

But having embarked on a specific policy of 
ousting everyone else, how could Parks Canada 
do otherwise? 

As park superintendent Frank Camp rightly 
notes, to have done anything else would have 
shattered the government’s credibility when it 
came to buy out businesses in other future parks. 

Camp says policy in recent years has been to 
keep resorts out of national parks where private 
enterprise is able to supply the necessary 
services nearby. 

That’s the case now between Dcluelet and 
Tofino and the policy makes sense to us. 

About half of Pacific Rim national park 
remains in tree-farm status at the moment and 
this is a matter we wish the government 
agencies involved had sorted out by now. 

It seems there is still dickering going on with 
the logging companies over what's going to be 
included within boundaries of the West Coast 
Trail. An army of park lovers, hikers and gov¬ 
ernment critics is watching.

Cuts in old-age pensions denied, but...

OTTAWA — Canada’s nearly two 
million old-age pensioners can relax. 

But with some reservations. 

Senator Keith Davey, the Liberal 
Party’s respected “Rain-Maker,” as 
he’s affectionately known by the Tru- 
deauites, says the government is not 
going to cut back on old age pensions. 

Happened to run into the good Sena¬ 
tor the other sunny morning just under 
the Peace Tower and greeted him some- 
what^^ressively with, “Don’t tell me 
you people are going to try taking your 
money troubles out on the pensioners! ” 

“Hell, no,” snorted the Senator with

\ Well, you can believe that person¬ 
ally he wouldn’t do it. 

But what about the cabinet? 

They listen to him, but how intently ? 

After all, he ran the 1968 election 
that brought Prime Minister Trudeau to 
office, but that was back in the day 
when Pierre had “charisma power.” 

They shuffled Keith Davey aside in 
the 1972 election and just squeaked in by 
a couple of close constituencies. 

So back to the “Rain-Maker” they 
came for their strategy in the 1974 cam¬ 
paign and he delivered. 

A big majority. 

So they listen. 

But now they’re in trouble fwiancial 
ly like the country hasn’t seen since the 
Great Depression, and looking for ways 
to save the economy and themselves. 

And the other day down in London. 
Ontario, Public Works Minister Judd 
Buchanan let it drop in a speech that the 
cabinet was looking at old age pensions 
as a way to retrench. 

Veteran New Democratic MP Stan¬ 
ley Knowles, who has made pensions his 
parliamentary life’s work, asked Wel¬ 
fare Minister Monique Begin about it 
and says she told him, “Judd doesn’t

“It doesn’t mean a thing except that 
it’s given Stan Knowles something to 
howl about.”

He called talk of pension cuts “utter 
nonsense; cruel and heartless.”

He laid it on heavy that pensioners, 
making up one-twelfth of the population, 
share only one-twenty-fifth of the in¬ 
come.

TORONTO — Canadians 
who travel know how igno¬ 
rant the world usually is of 
Canadian affairs. In recent 
years this has changed and 
almost anywhere there are 
three broad questions (not 
necessarily in this order): 
What about (Quebec? What’s 
Trudeau really like? What 
gives with Margaret? 

.4s the token Canadian rep 
resentative at a recent Unit 
ed Press International con 
ference of publishers and edi¬ 
tors. I found that hitherto 
casual questions about Cana 
da had a new intensity. 

While ignorance was high, 
so was interest. 

Tr>'lng to simplify our do^ 
mestic issues. I found myself 
painting a picture of a Cana¬ 
da that startled me as much 
as it did my audience. 

“But you have such honest 
politics in Canada. ” said 
someone. 

“Not loo honest.” said I, 
and told of cabinet ministers 
approaching judges hearing 
a case against an MP which 
might influence judicial deci 
sion. I told of the minister 
who was charged with leav¬ 
ing the scene of a car acci¬ 
dent and whose testimony the 
judge didn’t believe when he 
convicted him — and whose 
case was subsequently taken 
up with the chairman of the 
parole board by another min¬ 
ister who was the parole 
board chairman’s nominal 
boss. 

1 told of Canada selling a 
nuclear reactor to South 
Korea after South Korea had 
approached Canada to buy 
and the Koreans then being 
told by Canadians to go to an 
Israeli agent and pay him $20 
million to negotiate the deal. 
And then in a subsequent in 
quiry. the Canadians in 
volved suffered lapses of 
memory and couldn’t recall 
why the “agent” was needed 

I told of a uranium price 
fixing cartel that Canada 
spon.sored with South Africa, 
Australia, France and the 
Rothschilds, and then the 
government passing special 
laws to make it illegal to 
mention the deal, on threat of 
five years imprisonment. 

I mentioned cabinet minis¬ 
ters flying their nannies to 
and from Britain on govern¬ 
ment aircraft and when 
caught, sending the nanny- 
home on a commercial plane 
and asking her to pay half the 
fare. 

I mentioned one cabinet 
minister spending $700,000 or 
so for private jets to football 
games and such, instead of 
taking commercial flights. 
And another who got free Air 
Canada flights fur his girl 
friend by having her falsely 
use government credentials. 

1 mentioned the PM order¬ 
ing the RCMP to raid a news¬ 
paper office in search of a 
letter from the security ser¬ 
vice boss which said the PM 
had ordered that in security 
clearance checks no ques^ 
tions w^re to be asked about a 
person’s separatist leanings. 

I mentioned our PM’s 
‘ praise for Castro’s foreign 
policies when Cuban troops 
were invading Angola. 

I said we had a government 
that had supported “humani¬ 
tarian” aid to African libera¬ 
tion movements which were 
involved in terrorism, revolu¬ 
tion and murder of blacks. 



1 agreed with observations 
that we couldn’t have a Wa¬ 
tergate here, because we 
have a government that does 
not allow independent in 
quiries into its own alleged 
misdeeds. 

I mentioned that we have a 
federal government that ref¬ 
uses to intervene or prote>t 
when one province virtually 
declares English illegal in 
certain cases and makes it 
against the law to advertise 
your house for sale in a lan¬ 
guage other than French, and 
will not permit French kids to 
attend English schools. 

1 talked of wage and price 
controls that promised to cut 
inflation, but which instead 
have resulted in increased In¬ 
flation. in record high unem¬ 
ployment. I pointed out our 
currency losing more than 10 
per cent of its value in a year. 
Also, while the country is 
under controls, MPs get in¬ 
dexed salaries and pensions 
that double every decade. 

I told of a bunch of anony¬ 
mous businessmen building a 
$300,000 swimming pool for 
the prime minister, but that 
he refuses to reveal their 
identities and there is nothing 
anyone can do. 

I mentioned we had a PM 
who was constantly warning 
citizens to show restraint, 
else he would discipline them 
and interfere in private busi¬ 
ness — and yet the PM had 
increased the size of his per¬ 
sonal staff beyond anything 
known in Canadian history, 
who not only didn’t pay token 


rent, didn’t buy his own food, 
but was so stingy that he even 
applied for $8 refunds on pro¬ 
perty taxes. 

I mentioned when the gov¬ 
ernment was urging “volun- 
lar>-” six per cent wage ceil 
ings, parliamentarians voted 
themselves a 50 per cent 
wage hike. 

1 mentioned that at ever> 
cabinet shuffle the quality 
disintegrated and in the past 
10 years not one section of 
Canadian life had improved, 
and that instead of l^ing a 
unifying influence the PM 
has helpi^l turn East against 
West, rich against poor (and 
vice-versa), workers against 
unemployed. French against 
English (vice-versa again), 
put the countr>’ hopelessly in 
debt, and help^ subvert the 
morale and confidence of the 
nation. 

1 mentioned Canada's was 
a government that passed 
legislation that not only per 
milled but virtually ordered 
cable-TV' companies to steal 
American shows from the 
airwaves and to insert Cana 
dian advertisements to re 
place the American ones that 
paid for the program. 

I mentioned that under the 
PM’s leadership the Liberal 
Party had been reduced from 
a once-great national party to 
a regional party (Quebw), 
and that every provincial 
government in the country 
had swung to the “right.” and 
the most talented members 
of the Liberal government 
had quit, bolted or retired 
rather than continue under 
the PM. 

I mentioned these and 
other things. 

My audience seemed fa 
scinated. 

“Well.” said one, “I guevs 
the government will be 
thrown out. but good, in the 
next election! ” 

“No, ” I countered, “the 
government could be re 
turned with an even greater 
majority.” 

They loooked at me in dis 
belief. . .

Additives 

Your recent editorial on the 
subject of food additives re¬ 
quires Comment since it con¬ 
tains many of the half-truths 
commonly found in articles 
on this subject which merely 
serve to confuse the already 
bewildered consumer. 

The addition of substances 
to food in order to prevent 
spoilage is an ancient art. 
The practice of adding hops 
to beer during the fermenta¬ 
tion process can be traced 
back to the 10th century B.C. 
Although no longer nece.ssary 
due to advances in brewing 
technology, hops are still 
added simply because we 
have become used to the fla¬ 
vor they impart. 

The writer seems to have 
acccepted without question 
the admonitions of the doc¬ 
tors’ diet sheet, failing to re¬ 
alize that the good doctor 
probably hadn't the slightest 
idea of the physiological con¬ 
sequences of the additives in 
question nor what was the 
cause of his patient’s symp¬ 
toms. For if he had, then such 
a shotgun approach to the 
problem would not have been 
necessary. 

Of all the branches of the 
medical arts, dermatology is 
probably the most Inexact 
and most prone to giving rise 
to nostrums and sheer quack¬ 
ery. But since it would be 
unthinkable for a doctor to 
say simply to his patient “I 
don’t know.” a len^hy list of 
do’s and don’ts is given in¬ 
stead. The patient goes away 
happy, having something 
tangible to blame for his ail¬ 
ment and the doctor has pre¬ 
served his professonal integ¬ 
rity. 

To further drive home his 
point, your writer lists the 
chemical names of several 
substances commonly used 
as additives, adding that to 
anyone lacking a knowledge 
of chemistry the whole thing 
sounds “downright alarm¬ 
ing! ” And he is probably cor¬ 
rect. But to someone with a, 
knowledge of chemistry, the 
list of impressive-sounding 
names is not quite so fright¬ 
ening. It contains many sub¬ 
stances found present as nor¬ 
mal constituents of common¬ 
ly eaten foodstuffs. 

It must be remembered too 
that the consumer, by and 
large, gets what he asks for. 
Flour is bleached because the 
consumer shows a marked 
preference for it. ArtiHcial 
coloring and flavoring agents 
are added to foods simply 
because the consumer has 
learned to associate particu¬ 
lar colors and flavors with 
certain foods and won’t buy 
anything else. 

Preservatives are added to 
bre9d because consumers 
prefer to shop at supermar¬ 
kets once a week rather than 
make frequent trips to the 
local bakery. Thus food pro¬ 
cessors have little choice but 
to cater to these demands if 
they wish to remain in busi¬ 
ness. 

Modern food processing 
plays a prominent role in our 
present lifestyle. People do 
have choices. They are not 


forced to buy “gun-cotton” 
bread, insipid tinned vegeta¬ 
bles and cereals devoid of 
almost all nutrional value. 
They do It because they are 
unwilling to give up the time 
necessary to accept the obvi¬ 
ous alternative, that Is to de¬ 
vote more time to the selec¬ 
tion and preparation of the 
food they consume.

Test reveals 
fatal disease 


BOSTON (AP) - Doctors 
say they have found a way to 
determine before birth 
whether a baby will be crip¬ 
pled by a usually fatal in¬ 
herited form of muscular 
dystrophy. 

The researchers said 
mothers might decide to have 
abortions rather than bear 
children afflicted with the ill¬ 
ness. 

Doctors said their method, 
a kind of prenatal blood test, 
could identify Duchenne's 
muscular dystrophy, a form 
of the disea.se that strikes 
only boys, but is passed on by 
mothers. 

An account of the research, 
performed at Yale Medical 
School and other colleges, 
was published this week in 
the New England Journal of 
Medicine. 

Health officials say 600 to 
700 babies are bom in the 
United States each year with 
Duchenne’s muscular dystro¬ 
phy, accounting for 20 to 50 
per cent of all cases of mus¬ 
cular dystrophy. 

Children born with Du- 
chenne's disease usually die

in their late teens or early 
20s. 

The doctors found that 
blood from fetuses that would 
develop muscular dystrophy 
contained unusually high 
levels of an eniyme called 
creatine phosphokinase. 

Doctors using a fine, light¬ 
ed tube can draw blood from 
the placenta that connects 
the fetus with its mother and 
determine the level of the 
enzyme. 


Iran swaps oil 
to buy fighters 

TEHERAN (Reuter) — Iran has worked out a deal 
worth $3 billion with two U.S. companies. General Dynam¬ 
ics and Ashland Oil, to buy 160 advanced F—16 jet fight¬ 
ers, informed Western sources said this week. 

The agreement, under discussion for nearly two years, 
had not yet been signed as haggling continued over the 
cost, the sources added. 

Under the deal, Ashland Oil would buy between 50,000 to 
100,000 barrels of crude oil daily from Iran, which would 
use the money to pay for the planes. 

The sources said Iran had made a similar arrangement 
with a Texas company to construct a $2-biIlion naval 
base at Chah Bahar, near the Pakistan border. 

That contract has not been completed, but agreement 
has been reached with New England PetroleuTn Com¬ 
pany to buy Iranian crude, at the rate of 100,000 barrels 
daily, to cover the cost of the naval project.

LANDLORDS & 
LEGAL RENT 
INCREASES. 

To ensure a rent increase is legal under the new Residential Tenancy Act, a notice 
of rent increase, given during November or after, is valid only if: 

(1) the notice is given on the form provided by the Rent Review Commission, 
and, 

(2) a copy of the form is submitted to the Rent Review Commission within 7 days 
of notifying the ^tenant. 

(3) a prospective tenant is advised of any outstanding notice. 

These 3 stipulations apply to all residential tenancies, including those exempt 
from the 7% rent increase limit. 

Rents must be rounded to the nearest dollar for all increases taking effect on or 
after March 1, 1978. 

Charges for additional occupants must be discontinued as of January 1, 1978. A 
landlord who may experience financial hardship as a result of this discontinuance 
must apply to the Rent Review Commission before January 1, 1978 to retain the 
charges. 

Landlords may apply to the Rent Review Commission at any time for an increase 
greater than 7%.

A Victoria county court 
jury acquitted a 21-year-old 
Saanich man Friday of as¬ 
sault causing bodily harm to 
a 20-year-old woman in a 
beer parlor Incident almost 
one year ago. 

The jury deliberated one 
hour and five minutes before 
returning the verdict in favor 
of Wayne Richard Krimmer. 

He was accused of assault 
causing bodily harm to 
Cheryl Kresse. ^ho lost an 
eye in the Nov. 21 incident at 
the Crown and 1 pub. 

Defence counsel Da\ id Lis- 
son told the jury it would 
have to decide whether she 
slapped Krimmer across the 
face, as he said, or tapped 
him opthe arm, as she said. 
The jury would also have to 
decide whether she simply 
poured beer into Krimmer’s 
lap. as she said, or whether 
she threw it in his face, as he 
said. 

It was “very crucial” 
whether she was sitting in 
her chair when the incident 
occurred, as she said, or 
whether she was getting up 


. from the table, as Krimmer 
said. 

He suggested that Kresse, 
by her actions at the time 
and her .testimony in court, 
had con.sented to beer being 
thrown at her because she 
had just done this to Krim¬ 
mer. 

Lisson said his client didn’t 
apply force beyond this con¬ 
sent and his hand with a beer 
glass in it probably would not 
have come into contact with 
her unless she was getting up 
at that moment. 

Crown counsel Robert Mul¬ 
ligan said medical testimony 
on the extent of the eye injury 
showed that it was caused by 
“substantiaLforce.” 

He argued that she didn’t 
consent to having beer 
thrown in her face and that 
Krimmer moved not only t6 
throw beer but to strike her 
in the face and that he inten 
tionally applied force. 

Judge E.J.C. Stewart told 
the jury that it was “a very 
sad Incident" but it was 
“most important that you nut 
allow any emotion to enter

MOGADOSHU, Somalia 
(UPI) — Somalia has ap¬ 
pealed to President Carter 
and the leaders of Western 
Europe to help ccxitain the So¬ 
viet Union’s massive assis¬ 
tance to Ethiopia, diplomatic 
sources said here. 

Addis Ababa Is battling So¬ 
mali rebels for control of four 
provinces in southeast Ethio¬ 
pia. 

The sources said Somali 
President Siad Barre called in 
the ambassadors o( the Unit¬ 
ed States, Britain, France, 
West Germany and Italy last 
w eek and gave them a special 
message to deliver to their 
governments. 

The message handed to 
each ambassador was be¬ 
lieved to be essentially the 
sanie — an appeal for con¬ 
certed Western action to con¬ 
tain Soviet aid to Ethiopia. 

Barre is said to have 
warned the West that, if help 
is not forthcoming, life only 
alternative vvtxild be a situa¬ 
tion in which both Ethiopia 
and Somalia were forced into 
a federation on Soviet terms, 
on the strategic Horn of Afri¬ 
ca. 

Bane asked U.S.’ ambas¬ 
sador John Loughran to con¬ 
vey the appeal personally to 
Carter. Loughran left last 
Sunday for Washington on a 
trip officially described as 
routine. 

Although Barre has not 
ruled out the possibility of re¬ 
ceiving direct arms aid from 
the West, It was understood 
that the message sought 
mainly political pressure on 
the Soviets. 

Barre reportedly feels the 
United States and possibly 
France are the only countries 
with sufficient leverage to 
fjersuade the Soviets to alter 
their policy in Ethiopia.

Tlie CRTC bad said .tine Tele¬ 
sat decision was Its most 
important of the decade be¬ 
cause it would decide the fu¬ 
ture cost, availability and 
de\'elopaTient of telecom¬ 
munications services across 
the cotmtry. Such services in¬ 
clude cable TV, long-distance- 
phone calls and computer 
links which are becoming in¬ 
creasingly crucial to business. 

Telesat’s plan, whiqh dre\v 
a long^list erf critics, including 
the governments of Ontario, 
Quebec and British Columbia, 
was viewed as extending tlie 
phone companies’ strangle- 
hold of communications links. 
It was also \'iewed as wiping 
out the last cli.- nce to provide 
real competition to the major 
phone compan>s. 

But “the government con¬ 
tinues to hold the view — as it 
always has — that Telesat is 
a complement to, not a com¬ 
petitor with, existing telecom¬ 
munications carriers,” Mrs. 
Sauve said. • 

The government’s “urgent 
concern” over the future of 
the country’s satellite ser¬ 


vices W8LS a major factor in 
tiie cabinet’s decision, she 
said. 

Telesat has lieen plagued 
with financial problems, 
which a number of critic-s' 
have attributed to poor man¬ 
agement, and has said it may 
have to sci'ap plans for new 
sateEltes if the problems con¬ 
tinue. The satellites are ex¬ 
pected to cost more than ^ 
million. 

It has presented mem¬ 
bership with the plx)ne com¬ 
panies as the only way out of 
those financial troubles witli- 
out ha\ing to resort 1o loans 
from the federal government .

The Canadian Petroleum 
Association, particularly Its 
B.C. division, is haying some 
“reservations” about the 
most recent report of the B.C. 
Energy Comml.ssion. 

'These misgivings, which^ 
were enunciated Friday after¬ 
noon here at a press confer¬ 
ence, are mainly abait the 
new pricing formula tfjat the 
c'ommi.s.sion has produced for 
B.C.’s natural ga.s production. 

A. B. (HID Bristow Jr., oi 
Calgary', this year’s chairman 
of the B.C. dirision. said that 
if the formula were to l>e 
adopted, it would hold the re¬ 
turn to the producers at cur¬ 
rent levels .— even if the price 
were to go up by $1 per 1,000 
cubic feet. 

“There is no way tliat w-e 
could live on such a return on 
our investment.” Bristenv 
added. He went on to explain 
that only 27 per cent of any 
increase beyond four cents in- 
crea.se in the price wxxild be 
netted back to producers — 
an amount that just matches 
utiat the tax to the federal 
go\'emments would be. 

' Bristow, CPA president 
Hardd NBllican and the B.C. 
first \1ce-chairman Orville 
tVindrem, all insisted that the 
situation, wfiich has just ari¬ 
sen. is not a confrontation. 

“No, it just came out last 
\veek and we’ve been studying 
the new report since thwi,’’ 
Bristow said. 


Millican went on to say tliat 
the group had had lunch ulth 
members of the commissiem 
Friday and that It had been 
an amicable meeting and the 
association took the chance to 
explain its position. ’ 
y A second concern, 

expressed foi^ihly by Bris¬ 
tow, was the “dl.sturt>ing’’ 
suggestioa in the neu- com¬ 
mission report that the level 
for exploration should be con¬ 
trolled to satisfy existing ex- 
jort and domestic demand for 
the next 20-33 years. 

‘'There’s no such thing as 
coBt roll led exploration in our 
bools. We're out there looking 
f<ir elei>h.mts — and if we get 
one, then we'!> find the mar¬ 
kets.’’ he said. 

^Mndrem. in i-eply to a 
question, said that the in- 
du.stiy “has no objection” to 
the provincial government 
IKMsibly getting Involved in oil 
and gas exploration activities 
if they choose to under the 
new B.C. Resources Invest¬ 
ment Coip. — “provided that 
they do it on a fully competi¬ 
tive basis;” 

He added tiiat he had no 
specific information abowt the 
goverpment’s plans In this re¬ 
gard. 

Bristow, on another subject, 
said that he couldn’t see 
where the possibility of the 
pn^xwed Alaska Highway gas 
pipeline wuld affect the in 
dustry's production in B.C., 
even though the pipe wotUd 
travierse its gas fields. 


“It’s to be a through arte¬ 
ry.” he said, adding that pos¬ 
sibly at one point later on that 
some B.C. gas may be fed 
into it. 

Millican expressed real con¬ 
cern about the B.C. govem- 
mentjp new taxation assess¬ 
ment plans, which calls for 
major increases in assess¬ 
ments ci railways and pipe¬ 
lines. 

“It -would be tragic if 
raised it unrealistically up to-- 
300 r^r cent —^ and a very 
dangerous signal to our Uj^ - 
friends. Then* is sufficient 
(taxation revenue) along the 
w’ay as it is now.” he said. 

The press conference had 
an upiwat beginning when 
Bristow expressed confidence 
in the future of the industry* 
with “a competent” govern¬ 
ment in ixmer. He gave as 
evidence die fact that 52 ca¬ 
pable rigs are in B.C. at the 
moment and 36 of them are

drilling. In 1976, as a compar¬ 
ison, there were only 33. 

E.xpenditures in such activi¬ 
ty ctimbed from $90 million in

INCREASE LIMIT 

The New Residential Tenancy Act 


NEW FORMS: 

Effective November 1st, 1977, the forms required for termination of tenancies and non-payment of 
rent have been changed and the new forms MUST be used. 

TERMINATION FOR NON-PAYMENT OF RENT; 

A tenant is required to pay his rent on the date due. Failure to do so may result in his being served 
with a Notice of Termination. 

He then has 5 days to pay the rent and if he does so within this period, the Notice becomes void. 
If rent is not paid within the 5 days or a dispute is not filed with the Rentalsman, the tenant must 
vacate the premises on the date shown on the Notice of Termination. 

RIGHT OF DISPUTE: ' 

When a tenant receives a Notice of Termination, he has the right of dispute before the Rentalsman. 
If he fails to file a dispute, or in the case of non-payment of rent, still does not pay, he is considered 
to have accepted the termination of his tenancy and must vacate the premises. 

REASONS MUST BE STATED: 

Every Notice of Termination MUST contain the specific reasons why the landlord is terminating the 
tenancy. 

NEW SECURITY DEPOSIT PROCEDURES: 

At the termination of a tenancy, a landlord must, within 15 days, either: 

(A) have the tenant's written permission to retain all or part of the security deposit; 

(B) file a claim upon the tenant and the Rentalsman; 

(C) or commence a court action against the tenant. 

Failure to do one of the above will result in the landlord forfeiting his claim, in which case the tenant's 
security deposit MUST be returned. 

A landlord is no longer required to send the security deposit to the Rentalsman, but the Rentalsman 
will continue to resolve any disputes. 

MOBILE HOME PARKS: 

Entry 8c Exit Fees: A landlord may not charge, directly or indirectly, any fee for the assignment or 
subletting of residential premises, including a mobile home pad. 

He may not arbitrarily or unreasonably withhold consent to th^^signment or 
subletting of a pad.

Retroactive to May 1st, 1977, rent increases are now limited to 7% annually. 

HERE ARE THE NEW PROVISIONS FOR RENT INCREASES: 

(1) Notices of rent increases must be given on the forms supplied by the Rent Review Commission; 

(2) A copy of the form must be sent to the commission within 7 days of serving the tenant, even if the 
premises are exempt from the 7% limit; * 

(3) All Increased repts must be rounded to the nearest dollar; 

(These 3 provisions apply to rent increase notices to be given during November or after, that would 
take effect on or after March 1st, 1978.)

Additional occupancy charges are not allowed on or after January 1st, 1978; 

A tenant may apply to the Rent Review Commission for a rent reduction when a service is sub¬ 
stantially reduced or discontinued, and 

A tenant may dedifct any rent overpayments from future rent payments or contact the Rent 
Review Commission. 

The old provisions of 3 months notice of an increase and a minimum of 12 months between increases 
still apply. 

EXCEPTIONS: 

(1) Landlords may apply to the Rent Review Commission for an increase greater than 7%; 

(2) Landlords may apply before January 1st, 1978 to have additional occupancy charges retained; 

(3) Certain expenditures, such as major repairs and improvements, may also qualify a landlord for an 
additional rent increase. 

PREMISES EXEMPT FROM THE 7% LIMIT: 

(All Other provisions apply.) 

(1) Premises other than mobile home parks first rented after January 1st, 1974; 

Premises that have been substantially renovated; 

Premises renting for more than $500 a mojith; 

Premises that have been owner occupied for 24 consecutive months since January 1st, 1972; 
Owner-occupied duplexes; 

University residences, non-profit societies, summer cottages, winter chalets. 

Other exemptions may change with time.

Accused Son of Sam 


Confession 
transcripts 
raise storm 


NKW YORK (Reuter) - A 
judge’s release of transcripts 
of gory, confessional tapes 
made by accused Son of Sam 
killer David Berkowitz has 
touched off a legal storm. 

In the taped interviews 
with two psychiatrists, Ber- 
kowiiz, a 24-year-old former 
postal worker, tells of 
demons urging him to kill so 
that they could rape the vic¬ 
tims’ souls forever. 

The tapes were released to 
the New York Daily News as 
one of the last official acts of 
71-year-old Judge John .Star- 
key. who has since removed 
himself from the case. 

The release of the tran 
Ncripis prompted the new 
ludge in the case, Joseph 
( orso, to order all Berkowitz 
documents, transcripts and 
pieces of evidence sealed. 

One of the defence lawyers 
says he will seek a change of 
venue in the case because of 
the circus-like pre-trial pub¬ 
licity! 

But lawyer Ira Jultak de¬ 
clined to criticize Judge Star- 
key. “This is just one story in 
a >ea of stories,” he said. 

A hearing has been set for 
Nov. 28 to determine a trial 
date for Berkowitz, who is 
accused of killing six people 
and wounding seven others in 
a 13-month reign of terror in 
New York City. ‘ 

Dc.spite psychiatric testi¬ 
mony that Berkowitz was 
•‘emotionally dead” and 
could not aid in his own de¬ 
fence, Judge Starkey ruled he 


was mentally fit to stand 
trial. 

Legal ob.servers said they 
could not recall any previous 
case in which taped inter¬ 
views with psychiatrists were 
made public, and suggested 
the judge’s action might be 
the evidence needed to prove 
that Berkowitz could not get a 
fair hearing in the city. 

Rarely in New York history 
has a' criminal investigation 
been so aggressively report¬ 
ed. One newspaper even gave 
Berkowtiz a front-page byline 
for letters it had purchased 
from an ex-girlfriend—let¬ 
ters written long before any 
killings had taken place. 

In the psychiatric tapes, 
Berkowtiz is heard to say he 
lurked on the streets of New 
York at the order of demons 
who would then have sex w ith 
his victims. 

He said the demons would 
snatch the souls of the vic¬ 
tims ‘‘and then take them to 
the attic of 316 Warburton 
Avenue or to the houses of 18 
or 22 Wicker Street and then 
chain them up and have sex 
forever.” 

Berkowitz said the demons 
were “too real to be called 
delusions” and had robbed 
him of all human feeling. 

‘ I am a dog....I’m not 
human any more. I have no 
compassion for the human 
race, no real concern. 1 had 
all that taken from me.” 

But when the psychiatrist 
questioning him said he 
looked very human and not 
like a dog at all, Berkowitz 
replied. ‘Thank you. I’m not 
supposed to. See, I have to 
mingle in society.”

Following years of uncer¬ 
tainty over the fate of th4 
Oystal Garden. Recreation 
and Conservation Minister 
Sam Bawif announced Friday 
that the old landmark will be 
restored to become one of the 
city’s most exciting attrac¬ 
tions. 

Work on the 52 million reha- 
biliiaticHi project is to begin 
early next year and when the 
job is completed in , 1979, the 
old Crystal Garden will have 
turned into a “lush garden 
oasis under glass,” the min¬ 
ister said. 


Plans call tor multiplicity of 
features, including a tropical 
garden, a waterfall, pathways 
winding through plants up to 
.10 teet high, a fountain and an 
onental bridge. 

There will be a threatre-in- 
the-round acconmiodating up 
to 250 people for cultural 
events, lectures, films and 
conierences. 

0>"EBLOOKING the tropi* 
cal garden, there will be a tea 
garden a licensed lounge and 
a dance pavilion accommo¬ 
dating up to 300 people. 

The tropical garden will 


have displays of rare birds, 
reptiles and monkeys. 

The CiysJtaTs Douglas 
Street frontage will be extend¬ 
ed toward the street to make 
room for st sidewalk cafe and 
fresh fruit and flovi'er stalls. 

Bawif told reix)rters at a 
news conference that the 
buUding would be self-sustain¬ 
ing. Thara woi^ be a small 
admission to offset the 

maintCTianee «oit, but provi¬ 
sion would be made for senior 
citizens and children. 

The minister said tjjje ad¬ 
mission would probably be 


very modest, considering the 
number of potential visitors^ 

ABOUT ONd and a quarter 
XDillion people go through the 
museum every year. If only 
haU of those, visit the Crystal. ^ 
w^ won't have to charge a 
very high admission.” the 
minister said. 

The minister said priority' 
would be given to the rostora- 
tion of the glass roof which 
has suffered since the build* 
ing was abandoned as a 
swimming pool six years ago. 

Plans for the restoration 
are being prepared by Wagg 


and Hambleton, a Vlotoria 
firm of architects. 

Bawif said he was delighted 
with the conceptual plans pro¬ 
duced so far by the aricfaitectB 
and he was now giving in¬ 
structions to proceed with de¬ 
tailed plans. 

“This plan will add a great 
new dimensidn to the quality 
of bte for peoi^ of all ages in 
the capital city and fulfil its 
reputation as the 'Oty of Gab- 
dens’ in all seasons,” the min¬ 
ister said. 

\lCrOBIA MAYOR Mi¬ 
chael Young said he was de¬ 


lighted with, the minister’s an¬ 
nouncement. 

“It meets the commitment 
the government made to the 
city,’'^ Young said referring to 
the stipHilatwMi that the Crys¬ 
tal Gai^en be restored by the 
government in return for pur¬ 
chasing it from the city for 51. 

He said he was somewhat 
disturbed that there would be 
an admission charge, but 
added that something could 
probably be worked out. 

He said the government 
should consider issuing season 


passes for the Crystal at a 
nominal fee. 

Young also said he hoped 
that any surplus wouldn’t be 
channelled into the province’s 
general revenue. If the 52 mil¬ 
lion debt could eventually be 
retired with a surplus, that 
was fine with him, the mayor 
said. 

THE CRYSTAL Garden was 
built In 1924 to a design by 
Francis Rattenbury and P. L. 
James, inspired by the palm 
house at Kew, Richmond, 
England, and according to the 
city’s 1975 heritage conserva-

tion report it was designed for 
multiple use as Victoria’s first 
convention caitre, arborium 
restaurant and art gallery. 

Terry Reksten of the Crys¬ 
tal Garden Preservation Soci¬ 
ety said she was thrilled by 
Bawll’s announcement. 

“Fm especially happy that 
the Crystal Garden will, once 
again, serve a number of dif¬ 
ferent interests. I’m sure 
many people will be pleased 
that there will be dancing at 
the Crystal Gardwi again,” 
she said.

Glanford-Vanalman area 
returned to the reserve.

The owner of the Victorian 
newspaper announced Friday 
that the paper w'as finished. 

• putting about 1(X) persons oui 
of worit. Besides So editorial, 
production: and sales staff, .six 
pressmen at Dow Print Ltd., 
an offset pre.ss on David 
Street in Victoria, were af¬ 
fected by the annoncement. 

About 6(X) news carriers 
were also out of luck. 

The end of the thrice- 
weekly papM* was unexpect¬ 
ed, and was described by a 
staff member as a “bomb¬ 
shell .. . from owner John 
Damgaard.” 

Damgaard left Victoria on 
Friday for the weekend and 
could not be reached for com¬ 
ment. 

Damgaard announced to 
staff members at 11 a.m. Fri¬ 
day that the iwiper was 
finished, Victorian reporter 
Maury Gwynne said- 

But Ernie Dow, foreman at 
Dow Print Ltd., which printed 
the paper, said he learned 
about the demise of tlie paper 
on Friday afternoon, on the 
radio. 

“I wxjrked the night shift, 
and I got home at 7:30 in the 
morning. When I wxike up 
around noon, that’s what 
greeted me on the radio.” 

Dow said Damgaard had 
not contacted any of the 
pressmen to tell them of his 
plans to close the newspaper. 

Although Dow Print has 
otlier “small’’ jolw, Dow said, 
he was uncertain about the fu¬ 
ture of the press. 

Victorian general sales 


manager Lome Whyte said 
Friday that editorial and 
sales staff would meet that 
night and “all through the 
weekend” to try to salvage 
their jobs. po.ssU>ly by start¬ 
ing a new paper.

Cruddy, with pitif ul pay, 
but friendly workplace

Conditions were cramped 
and dingy, the work arduous 
and the pay pitiful. 

But. when I first came to 
Victoria in late 1975. I was 
glad of the job offered me at 
the Victorian newspaper, even 
if it was temporary. 

Operating out of a partly- 
condemned three-storey red¬ 
brick* at Government and 
Herald, the Victorian was, de¬ 
spite the disadvantages, a 
friendly place to work. 

Certainly there was more 
brainstorming among its 
handful of $1,000-a-month re¬ 
porting staff than on many a 
large metropolitan daily. 

And, In spite of John Dam- 
gaard's paternal attitude to 


his staff, or perhaps because 
of it, you felt you were among 
friends no matter which de¬ 
partment he was w'alking 
through in the course of get¬ 
ting to and from the 
newsroom. 

'The Victorian was probably 
the city’s longest-lived “alter¬ 
native” newspaper to the two 
established dailies and was 
kept in existence for as long 
as it was largely by the fat 
Friday real estate section that 
was wiped out early this year 
when the Greater Victoria 
Real Estate Board brought 
out its owm free<irculation 
weekly information sheet on 
new home listings. 

The highlight of my mer¬ 
cifully brief stint at the Victo¬ 
rian w'as trying to cover by 
listening to the radio the Dec. 


It, 1976 election which saw 
David Barrett’s NDP govern¬ 
ment defeated. 

As we left by dawn's early 
light, photographer Jim Ryan 
tripped over a bucket of horse 
manure left by the Victorian’s 
front door. Someone must 
have thought the coverage 
was biased. 

I’ve worked in some pretty 
cruddy newspaper offices in 
my 19 years in this business, 
and the Victorian easily took 
the cake for the w’orst condi¬ 
tions. 

Still any newspaperman 
worth his salt regrets the 
passing of one of their 
number and I wish thase 
former colleagues of mine the 
Ijest of luck in tlieir efforts to 
refloat the ship.

During the Victoria Press 
strike-lockout, f r,o m De¬ 
cember, 1973 to May, 1974, the 
Victorian expanded to three 
editiems a week, publishing 
Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Fridays. 

During the Victoria Press 
shutdown, the Victorian’s 
main rival was the Victoria 
Express, a thrice-weekly or¬ 
ganized and run as a co¬ 
operative venture by em¬ 
ployees of Victoria Press 
which publishes The Daily 
Colonist and The Times. 

The Victorian increased its 
staff In a drive to achieve 
higher standing in the com¬ 
munity while it engaged in a 
long, costly and losing battle 
against unionization. Its dis¬ 
tributed circulation grew to 
>s. about 77,000.

Congress does not represent 
more than a small part of Ca¬ 
nadian workers, the gov'ern- 
ment represents only a small 
part of the people, and the 
business representatives would 
not have represented the , 
economy.” 

There are many people in 
Canada who are still believ'e 
in the adversary system,” 
Stew art continued. 

‘That's where they go at 


each other until one or oHier 
falls dowrt. Mountain goats 
use it to sort out their love 
life.” 

In the courts the system is 
used to prove that “if my law¬ 
yer is better than your law>’er 
I didn’t do it, or I shouldn’t 
hav*e been caught doing It.” 

But the situation in Canada 
is currently a “crisis,” 
Stewart said, 

“We have to change.” 

He admitted he had no an¬ 
swers, other thsn so say that 
at some ixiint there must be a 
“sharing of power.” 

He suggested that labor 
unions must be more activly 
involved in politics for a start. 

“We are moving towards, in 
a typical piecemeal Canadian 
way, a different system of 
labor relations.”

Hockey should start in school 


NEW YORK (AP) - CaU- 
fomia Aitgeis, Texas Rang¬ 
ers and ^n Diego Padres 
were kheduled to meet today 
with player-agent Abdul Jalii 
in Oakland, beginning nego¬ 
tiations for outfielder Lyman 
Bostock, the hottest property 
in baseball's free agent draft. 

Bostock, whose .330 batting 
average was third highest in 
the major leagues last sea¬ 
son. was the first player cho¬ 
sen in Friday's draft and was 
picked eight times in the first 
round. He also was the first 
player to attract selections 
by the maximum 13 teams. 

Toronto Blue Jays made 
Bostock the draft’s opening 
choice and then, after Atlanta 
Braves went for pitcher Mike 
Torres, Oakland and New 
York Mets named Bostock. 
Before the first round was 
over. California, Chicago 
White Sox, Texas, Pittsbui^ 
Pirates and Baltimore Ori¬ 
oles all had drafted Bostock.

He said the player and his 
agent, LaRue Harcourt. had 
agreed to sign when Pat Gil- 
lick, Toronto’s vice-president 
in charge of player person¬ 
nel, is in the Los Angeles area 
next week.

Francisco Giants and Kansas 
City Royals picked him later, 
completing the IS-leam limit 
for the young outfielder who 
earned barely more than the 
major-league minimum of 
$19,000 while playing for Min¬ 
nesota Twins last season. 

A year ago, with Montreal 
Expos drafting first, Reggie 
Jackson was the No. 1 choice 
and became die richest play¬ 
er in the auction, eventually 
signing a $2.9 million con¬ 
tract with the Yankees. But 
Jackson was picked only once 
in the first round of that 
draft, considerably less often 
than Bostock. 

’’The attention paid to 
Lyman is a tribute to a de¬ 
serving- ballplayer,” said 
Jalll. 

It also will mean an instant 
move into baseball’s higher 
income bracket for Bostock. 
Jalil indicated that his client 
would be in Jackson's con¬ 
tract class before the bidding 
for him ends. 

“Lsrman will be fully in¬ 
volve in any and all ptoses 
of the negotiations,” Jalil 
said. “There are a lot factors 
involved here. After you get 
so much money, there’s a 
certain diminishing return.

Eastwick. 

Gossage, Eastwick and 
Grimsley ail are clients of 
agent Jerry Kapstein, wbo 


had 10 of the top names in last 
year’s draft. Another of Kap- 
steln’s clients, outfielder Ri¬ 
chie Zisk, attracted 12 teams 
in Fridays draft. 

Three of Kapstein’s free 
agents last year, Joe Rudi, 
Don Baylor and Bobby Grich, 
all signed with California. 
Both Grich and Rudi suffered 
disabling injuries and the 
Angels finished a badly beat¬ 
en fifth in the American 
League West Division. But 
Harry Dalton, California’s 
executive vice-president and 
general manager, was back 
in action Friday. 

*T tod no secMind thoughts 
about going into this year’s 
free agent draft as heavily as 
last year,” said Dalton. ”We 
need a left-handed hitter and 
Lyman fits into that catego¬ 
ry. He can steal bases and 
play centre field and I hope 
he likes the California sun¬ 
shine.” 

The draft lasted 44 rounds, 
mostly because Chicago 
White Sox and Texas kept 
picldng players long after the 
other teams had passed. 
When a club passed on two 
consecutive roifnds after 
making a selection, it was 
eliminated from the draft. 

Cincinnati Reds refiised to 
make any selections at all, 
following a policy adopted by 
the club last year. Technical¬ 
ly, though, bMause of admin¬ 
istrative bookkeeping, the 
Reds were eligible through¬ 
out the draft and were called 
on in each round’s rotation. 
Each time they were called, 
president Bob Howsam would 
routinely say; “Pass.” 

Finally, after the White Sox 
and Rangers had finished 
drafting. Cincinnati, which 
hadn’t picked a player all 
day, was the last club left. 

Johnny Johnston, an aide to

OTTAWA (CP) - Hockey 
has to be reorganized to 
make it part of the school 
system so that some disci¬ 
pline can be brought back 
into the game, Clarence 
Campbell, former National 
Hockey League president, 
said Friday. 

An education-oriented 
hockey system “will bring 
more discipline than the hit- 
and-miss system where the 
man with the stationwagon is 
the coach and Mneral-man- 
ager,” Campbell told a Com¬ 


mons-Senate special commit¬ 
tee studying Canada’s invol¬ 
vement in international hock¬ 
ey. 

Leaving it outside the 
schools is damaging, Camp¬ 
bell said. “Ninety per cent of 
our problems in hockey is 
that it originated in a differ¬ 
ent environment than sports 
elsewhere.” 

“In the United States, most 
sports are oriented around 
schools where there is more 
discipline. In Canada we 
never provided proper direc¬ 


tion and support for hockey in 
schools.” 

Campbell said discipline 
doesn’t mean an end of 
fights—**the fisticuffs aspect 
of bockey is its greatest safe¬ 
ty valve.” But it would end 
“the wrong aspects of the 
professional game being co¬ 
pied at lower levels.” 

The decline in skills is evi¬ 
dent in junior hockey and 
causes great anxiety to the 
NHL. The junior teams “ex¬ 
pect os to pay for a product 
that isn’t g^ enough.” 


Universities have a key 
role to play by training 
coaches and uplifting the 
concept that it is sociaUy ac¬ 
ceptable to be a coach. 
Campbell said. 

Besides a decline in disci¬ 
pline, there has been an ero¬ 
sion in management and ad¬ 
ministrative capability in 
both amateur and profession¬ 
al hockey, Campbell said. 

Rapid expansion in the 
NHL had “hurt dedication to 
the game,” Campbell said. It 
was rare to bear team owners 


the 


talking anymore about 
good ^ the game.” 

He also said the CAHA 
should sever its involvement 
in international hockey be¬ 
cause *it doesn’t have the 
capability to generate any¬ 
thing to participate In inter¬ 
national hockey.” 

Hockey Canada “is the only 
organization directing its at¬ 
tention to international hock¬ 
ey seriously” making the 
CAHA’s involvement “large¬ 
ly token.”

In John Osborne’s play. 
The Entertainer, the leading 
character is Archie Rice, an 
English music-hall come¬ 
dian, middle-aged and rather 
unsuccessful. (Some of you 
will remember the film ver¬ 
sion of the play from a few 
years back, in which 
Laurence Olivier played Ar¬ 
chie.) At one point in the play 
Archie discusses with his 
children the shabby mess he 
seems to have made of hi.s 
life, and he sketches himself 
in these words: “Old Archie, 
dead behind the eyes, sitting 
on his hands, he lost his re¬ 
sponses on the way.” 

Archie, wallowing in self- 
pity, tells his children that as 
he stumbled through life into 
ripe middle age he lost much 
of his capacity to respond to 
those things which give life 
its basic meanings and pur¬ 
poses and which help a per¬ 
son to fuifiiment. “He lost his 
responses on the way”: that 
points to the basic problem of 
the middle-aged, and those of 
us who are between, say. 40 
and 63, know what Archie 
was worrying about. 

Middle age does, of course, 
have its special compensa¬ 
tions, its special satisfactions 
and joys and delights. The 
American writer, Dorothy 
Canfield Fisher, as she 
moved through middle age 
offered this little piece of wis¬ 
dom: “One of the things no¬ 
body ever tells you about 
middle age is that it is such a 
nice change from being 
young.” Middle age may not 
be a nice change for every¬ 
one, but it is for many. I can 
tell you that I am more con¬ 
tent now — in my last decade 
of middle age — than I was 20 
and 25 years ago. 

I do find middle age. espe¬ 
cially the latter part of it, a 
ver>’ satisfying period of life, 
despite the fact that I am 
slowing down in many ways. 
I have experience of four of 
the five B’s of middle age, as 


someone has put it — Bald¬ 
ness, Bridgework, Bifocals, 
Baywindow, and Bunions. 
Fortunately. I have missed 
bunions — but I can report 
that the first time I wore 
bifocals I Had the rather un¬ 
nerving experience of falling 
up the stairs. My memory 
has deteriorated rather badly 
during the past ten or twelve 
years, and that can be an 
embarrassing handicap for a 
pastor of a large congrega 
tion. However, most of the 
time I can remember my tel 
ephone number and can give 
almost all of my postal code. 

Or. Carl Jung, one of the 
makers of modem psychia¬ 
try. said that it is in the sec¬ 
ond half of adult life, in'mid- 
die age, that the inner self 
develops and that if this 
doesn't happen a person is 
likely to become emotionally 
sick. The rules for the after¬ 
noon of life, Jung said, are 
not the same as for the morn¬ 
ing. and he warned, “After 
forty every question is a reli¬ 
gious question." 

Jung, of course, was not 
thinking of religion In a nar¬ 
rowly conventional or sectar 
ian way. but. rather, as a 
matter of commitment to re 
alily which is above and be¬ 
yond the self, to something 
which helps a person estate 
lish and sustain perspectives 
on his or her life and circum¬ 
stances which engender 
meaning and purpose. Con¬ 
ventional religion can do this 
— but only when it entails 
deep commitments and disci¬ 
plines, and is not simply a 
matter of going through some 
of the motions of religion 
from time to time. 

1 speak out of my own expe¬ 
rience of the problems and 
anxieties of life and out of my 
experience as a pastor when I 
say that in the commitments 
and disciplines of faith a mid¬ 
dle-aged person can be so 
helped that he or she does not 
lose life’s basic responses on 
the way.

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Probe spreads 

amid calls 
to end 'chase’ 


Chi ,Chi and partner lead team event 


NEW YORK (AP)-* While 
lawyers for suspended veteri¬ 
narian Mark Gerard called 
for a halt to a “wild .goose 
chase at taxpayers’ ex¬ 
pense,” another federal 
agency joined the investiga¬ 
tion into the race horse 
switch scandal Friday. 

The U.S. customs bureau is 
investigating the manner in 
which two horses—Lebon and 
Cinzano—entered the United 
States from Uruguay. 

Customs agents met Fri¬ 
day with Nassau County Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Denis Dillon, 
who has set up a 10-man in¬ 
vestigation team to look into 
the scandal, the FBI, and 
U.S. Attorney David Trager 
in Brooklyn. 

It was learned that customs 
has been keeping an eye on 
the “ringer” case since it was 
first publicized and began an 
investigation of its own when 
questions arose into the sus¬ 
picious nature of the horses’ 
importation. 

From the customs point of 
view, the key matter is if 
Cinzano was misrepresented 
as Lebon and Lebon as Cin¬ 
zano when the two horses en¬ 
tered the country, then the 
value and ownership of each 
animal was misrepresented, 
constituting fraudulent entry. 

Gerard, in a statement is¬ 
sued earlier this week, indi¬ 
cated that if Lebon was. in 
fact, Cinzano then the identi¬ 
ties of the two horses were 
misrepresented to him when 
thev cleared customs last 
May. 

Leboi* is a five-year-old 
Uruguayan thoroughbred 
consider^ a pwr bet at the 
track, while Cinzano was a 
stakes winner from the same 
country. Last June, Gerard 
said he destroyed Cinzano at 
his Muttontown, N.Y., farm 
after an accident, and on 
Sept. 23, a horse called Lebon 
won a race at Belmont Park 
at 57-to-l odds. 

The New York Racing and 
Wagering Board then ac¬ 
cused Gerard of secretly sub¬ 
stituting a quality horse— 
possibly Cinzano—for Lebon 
in a switch scandal that has 
set off investigations on three 
continents and resulted in 
Gerard’s suspension. 


On Friday, Judge Theodore 
Velsor of the state supreme 
court signed an order lifting 
Gerard's suspension, but 
State Attorney General Louis 
J. Lefkowitz immediately 
filed an appeal, which hadlilie 
effect of reinstating the sus¬ 
pension. 

Gerard’s lawyers—noted 
trial lawyer F. Lee Bailey 
and Neil Shayne—then ob¬ 
tained a show-cause order 
that forces the state to-re¬ 
spond in the state appellate 
division Monday. The state 
must now explain why 
Gerard should not be permit¬ 
ted back on the race track. 

In Friday’s other legal de¬ 
velopment, a Nassau County 
grand jury began hearing 
testimony on the alleged 
switch. Jack B. Morgan, list¬ 
ed as owner-trainer of Lebon, 
testified before the grand 
jury and signed a waiver of 
immunity—which means he 
will not ask the county for 
immunity in return for his 
testimony. 

“If any switching of horses 
was done, I didn’t know any¬ 
thing about it.” Morgan said. 

The investigation of the 
scandal spread to a third con¬ 
tinent Thursday when a five- 
man team of state and Nas¬ 
sau County officials arrived 
in Montevideo, Uruguay, to 
try to trace the parentage of 
Lebon and Cinzano. 

The investigation already 
had spread from North 
America to Europe when 
Lloyd’s of London officials 
said insurance investigators 
would look into the payment 
of $150,000 to Joseph Taub, 
the listed owner of Cinzano. 

Also from Montevideo 
came the report that 
Gerard's wife, Alice, trav¬ 
elled to Uruguay in May to 
sign the purchase papers for 
Cinzano, at which time she 
^ught Lebon for $2,000—lest 
than the cost of shipping the 
thoroughbred to the United 
States. 

When questioned by Uru¬ 
guayan racing writers why 
she bothered to buy what they 
considered a broken-down 
race horse, she explained 
that Lebon would be used 
only for pleasure riding, the 
writers said.

Computer eases professionals^ load 

All data you wanted to know, 
but didn’t know how to ask

For professionals in many 
fields, the task of keeping up 
with current events in their 
profession can be a major 
problem. 

According to one directory, 
the well-informed chemical 
engineer has to choose from 
about 65 North American 
publications relating to his 
field. 

The well-informed physic¬ 
ian can choose from among 
about 400 publications. While 
some of them may duplicate 
material published else¬ 
where, and others may be of 
interest only to sub-speciai- 
ties in the field, the volume of 
work being done is beyond 
the ability and inclination of 
most professionals to keep 
track of, even if they select 
their reading carefully. 

To fill the need, a whole 
industry has sprung up to 
index and cross-index the la¬ 
test publications in specific 
fields. The more sophisticat¬ 
ed researcher might sub¬ 
scribe to a bibliography ser¬ 
vice. which produces brief 
“abstracts” of articles in ad¬ 
dition to their titles. 

THE FEDERAL environ¬ 
ment ministry, for instance, 
publishes a bibliography de¬ 
voted to abstracts on pollu¬ 
tion. Others are devoted to 
various branches of chemis¬ 
try', medicine, the social sci¬ 
ences, and even art. 

The bibliographies of ab¬ 
stracts 4 I 0 not solve the prob¬ 
lem completely. To be fully 
informed, the abstract user 
should have access to the 
publications involved any¬ 
way, to get the full text of the 
articles being summarized. 

Furthermore, at prices 
reaching into the thousands 
of dollars for a year’s sub¬ 
scription. many professionals 
might not be able to justify 
the purchase of a specialized 
bibliography for the number 
of times it would be used. 

ENTER THE computer, 
combined with a university li¬ 
brary. 

•‘As a tool in the library, 
the computer has substantial 
implications,” University of 
Victoria librarian Dean Hal- 
liwell said in an interview. 

The UVic library has used 
computers to keep track of its 
books since 1968, and is now 
beginning to use them for cat¬ 
aloguing, Halliwell said. 

A new use. keeping tab on 
the bibliographies, has just 
become available to the pro¬ 
fessional in Victoria follow¬ 
ing a recent decision by 
UVic’s board of governors to 
set a fee schedule for use by 
non-university personnel. 

THE SERVICE is already 
extensively used by universi¬ 
ty researchers, Halliwell 
said, the main advantages 
being its speed and ability to 
pick out relevant abstracts 
when the researcher is in¬ 
terested in more than one 
idea. 

To use a highly-simplified 
example, if a researcher 
wanted to see what had been 
written about water pollution 
and its effect on Hsh, he 
might use one bibliography 
on pollution, go to the sub¬ 
section on water, and look 
through the abstracts for ar¬ 
ticles that mention fish. 

After accomplishing that, 
he would turn to a bibliogra¬ 
phy on Hsh and look for refer¬ 
ences to water pollution in the 
abstracts listed there. 

WITH THE computer, how¬ 
ever, he indicates his general 
area of interest and the 
keywords he is looking for- 
water pollution and fish. 

The computer will scan the 
abstracts looking for the key 
words and tell the researcher 
how many articles contain 
both. If he has defined his 
area of interest narrowly 
enough, more keywords can 
be put in to reduce the num¬ 
ber of articles, and eventual¬ 
ly he can signal the computer 
to print out the authors' 
names, the titles of the arti¬ 
cles. a brief summary of the 
contents, the name of the 
publication, and the issue in 
which he can look for the full 
text. 

BECAUSE they must be as- 
sembled and mailed, the 
printed bibliographies are al¬ 
ways at least several months 
behind, Halliwell said. But 
the computerized file gives 
researchers the information 
the same day it is put into the 
file. 

Searches can also be made 
when the researcher wants to 
confine his aspect of study to 
a particular year of publica¬ 
tion, institutional affiliation, 
or an author’s name. 

This is no small field. UVic 
is just the western terminus 
of a vast network of govern¬ 
ment and commercial agen¬ 
cies all hooked together by 
telephone. 
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Among the largest is the 
MEDLINE bibliography, 
connected with the National 
Library of Medicine in the 
U.S. It deals solely with medi¬ 
cal topics. 

LOCKHEED Aerospace is 
an important source of engi¬ 
neering bibliographical ser¬ 
vices. Infomart is run by 
Southam Press and the To¬ 
ronto Star. QL Systems 
began as a service for law¬ 
yers, giving quick reference 
to judicial decisions in major 
courts, the statutes of certain 
provinces, and questions and 
standing orders in the Com¬ 
mons. It now includes every¬ 
thing from the data centre of 
the Delft Fluid Dynamics la¬ 
boratory in The Netherlands 
to business and management 
materials and newspaper 
headlines on environment 
subjects. 

WHILE THE services are 
not cheap, running as high as 
$1 a minute for computer 
time, many professionals- 
engineers, doctors, business¬ 
men, architects, and govern¬ 
ment researchers-might find 
answers to occasional ques¬ 
tions about current topics in 
their fields more cheaply 
than if they subscribed to a 
bibliography, Halliwell point¬ 
ed out. 


To ascertain just how the 
system works, the Colonist 
attempted to find out what 
had been written recently 
about ono- of Victoria’s hot 
topics, split hospitals. 

Science librarian Dorothy 
Grieve scanned the MED¬ 
LINE directory to find out 
how the information would be 
organized. One heading, 
“Hospitals, satellite,” looked 
promising, and we decided to 
divide it further by asking for 
subheadings related to 
“methods,” and “utiliza¬ 
tion.” 

MISS GRIEVE picked up 
the phone sitting next to a 
computer hooked to both a 
television screen and a print¬ 
out device, and placed a long¬ 
distance call to Vancouver to 
hook into the computer net¬ 
work. 

A few codes were typed in 
to identify both the terminal 
and the user. 

The computer responded. 

“Bye Bye. Your user code 
is not known lo Elhill 3.” 

She tried again, and this 
time the message got 
through. 

“Hello from Elhill 3. You 
are now connected to the 
MEDLINE file.” 

A FEW MORE entries, and 
the computer responds “NP 
(Hospitals, satellite),” in-

RC Hydro is beginning to 
carve a 400-foot-wide trans¬ 
mission line corridor on Van¬ 
couver Island from Victoria to 
Quallcum. 

The two transmissiOT lines 
will eventually carry 500,000 
volts and f<nm the backbone 
of a new Island power deli¬ 
very sj’stem that will meet 
electric power needs for the 
ne.vt 25 to 30 years, a sperfees- 
man for the crown agency 
skid. 

Land clearing has started 
for the new system, expected 
to be in operatiem in 1979. 

The proposal met with some 
criticism two years ago when 
residents in the Highlands dis¬ 
trict of Greater Victoria and 
the Cowichan Valley 
e.xpressed concern about the 
location. 

Howe\'cr, the spokesman 
said Friday, little <^>position 
was ejqpected no^v because the 
lines would be strung some 
distance from inhabited 
areas. 

The location of the corridor, 
from Dunsmuir north of Qua- 
licum to Pike Lake in the 
Highlands. 80 per cent of 
which is through land owned 
by forest companies, was in 
some instances removed from 
high ridges where it w'ould be 
more noticeable. 

Other than these few 
changes, the corridor follow's 


very closely recommendations 
contained in an environmental 
study prepared in 1974 by 
Howard Paish^and Associates 
A of Vancouver. 

Qirrwitly there Is a 
230,000-volt line along the east 
coast of the (Island fed from 
an installation north of Dun¬ 
can which receives power by 
underwater cable from the 
mainland. 

Tied in with the new system 
is a plan to bring two 
500,000-volt lines across Geoi^ 
gia Strait from the mainland. 

The lines wxMild run from 
C h e e k y e substation near 
Squamish to the Dunsmuir 
substation. The plan is to 
have the first circuit in place 
by 1983. 

However, a report by Beak 
Consultants Ltd., of Van¬ 
couver released this w’eek 
says there is uncertainty 
about the technical feasibility 
some of the submarine cor¬ 
ridor sections. 


The consultants say it is im¬ 
possible to make recommen¬ 
dations on the undersea por¬ 
tion of possible routes for the 
cables until more data and 
oceanograirfiic studies are 
available. 

They have completed the 
mainland study route from 
Cheek>-e to Nels(m Island at 
the northern end of the Se- 
chelt Peninsula but will pre¬ 
pare a separate report on the 
Georgia Strait section from 
Sechelt to Qualicum.

Hunting guides ’ licence 
allegations to be probed 


Scott Wallace said Friday 
that a decision on his resigna¬ 
tion from provincial politics 
could come a month earlier 
than the Colonist anticipated 
Friday morning.

The meeting will be at a pri¬ 
vate residence and closed to 
the general public. 


A full-scale investigation of

The probe will be conducted 
by provincial court Judge J. 
L. McCathy of Vancouver. 

The fish and wildlife branch 
has been under criticism for 
some time regarding the way 
big game guide licenses are 
issued. 

Bawlf said as a result of the 
criticism the CTitire ministry 
w'as under a cloud. 

“I have received com¬ 
munications from several 
groups and individuals, both 
verbally and in writing.’’

Garden Notes 


Judging by my mail, quite a number 
of my readers are plannfng on butting 
and planting fruit trees, for I am being 
besieged with questions as to which is 
the best apple, the best pear or the best 
cherry for our district. 

The choice of a variety is very much 
a matter of personal preference, and it 
would take a much braver or more 
opinionated man than me to come out 
flat-footed and say that such-and-such is 
absolutely the best apple or the best 
plum. About the only thin^I can do, 
when 1 answer such letters, is to tell 
them which kinds have done well in my 
garden, in my kind of soil, and which 
kinds are preferred by my family. 

I might say, in passing, that flavor is 
the main criterion with us; the most 
prolific cropper will find no place in our 
garden if its fruits don’t please our 
palates. 

One thing that is bothering me a bit 
Is the fact that many of my correspon¬ 
dents seem to be planning the purchase 
of only one tree. These folks may be 
headed for a bitter disappointment, for 
quite a few of our most popular fruits 
simply will not produce any crop unless 
a suitable **mate” or pollinator is grow¬ 
ing nearby. 

A soliUry fruit tree, living in single 
blessedness, will sUrt bearing blossoms 
as soon as it reaches sexual maturity, 
and sometimes small fruits will actually

form, but these embryo fruits ail drop 
off while still very small due to a lack of 
cross-pollination of the blossoms. 


Sweet cherries are particularly dif¬ 
ficult in this respect, for the most popu¬ 
lar kinds not only refuse to bear a crop 
unless they have a mate, but they are 
extremely fussy when it comes to ac¬ 
cepting a husband. For instance, you 
could have one tree each of Bing, Royal 
Anne and Lambert, and still you 
wouldn’t get any fruit, for while all 
three need a mate, they are useless as 
mates for one another; their pollen is 
Y incompatible. 

It is necessary to Introduce an out¬ 
sider such as the variety Van to provide 
pollen for this temperamental *‘big 
three” of cherrydom. Mind you, your 
Van cherry isn’t just a stud for your 
Bing, your Lambert or your Royal 
Anne, for the compatibility works both 
ways. A Van tree will produce good 
crops of excellent black cherries when 
its blossoms are pollinated with pollen 
from Bing, a Lambert or a Royal Anne. 


Apple trees are, fortunately, not as 
fussy, and you can be reasonably sure of 
a crop if you have two or more different 
varieties. Or, if space doesn’t permit 
more than one apple tree, find out what 
kinds the neighbors have and plant a 
different variety. Both you and your 
neighbor will benefit from the cross 
pollination.

There is a bit of mystery surround¬ 
ing the pollination of pears. By far the 
most popular pear hereabouts is Bart¬ 
lett. and ail the books state most em¬ 
phatically that Bartlett will not produce 
any fruit when grown alone, yet I know 
of at least half a dozen gardens where a 
single Bartlett produces bumper crops. 

In the light of this experience, I 
wouldn’t hesitate to plant a single Bart¬ 
lett Tree, preferably a dwarf one, but if 
space permitted, I would add Beurre 
d’Anjou or Clapp’s Favorite, both for a 
change in flavor and for assured cross- 
pollination. 

With plums, some kinds can product 
a good crop without a companion vari¬ 
ety, but It is always a good rule with this 
fruit to plant more than one variety 
Mallard and Golden Drop will produce 
no fruit at all without a compatible 
mate, while others will double or triple 
their crop if the blossoms are cross-pol 
linated. 

Our climate is certainly not ideal for 
peaches — we need colder winters and 
hotter summers to get the best from 
these trees, but at least we don’t have 
any sex problems with the varieties 
commonly grown In B.C. Rochester, 
Red Haven, Pacific Gold, Renton and 
Vedette are all self-fruit^l, requiring 
no mates. You can run into trouble with 
some of the Ontario varieties, notably J. 
H. Hale, which needs pollen from an¬ 
other peach variety In order to produce 
its excellent fruits.

On the subject of punctua¬ 
tion there are two schools of 
thought: 

When in doubt, punctuate 

When in doubt don’t. 

But a lot of the troops of 
both persuasions fail to take 
thetr positions seriously. 
After a little obligatory “says 
who?” on both sides, the con¬ 
sensus runs toward; “who 
really cares?” 

And to be sure, compared 
with other choices in life — 
ought we to build more nucle¬ 
ar plants? What should our 
China policy be? — the earth¬ 
quaking decision whether to 
use a colon or a dash seems to 
rank just a bit ahead of mak 
ing up your mind to apply 
mayonnaise or mustard to a 
roast beef sandwich. 

Still, there are games in 
which the pleasure is subtle¬ 
ty. the passion is the fine 
point; and for a happy few. 
punctuation remains one of 
them. 

William Myatt. who de 
scribes himself as “a part- 
time English teacher and a 
full-time truck driver,” be¬ 
came hooked on commas, 
question marks, and other 
dots and curlycues while

waiting interminably in the 
wings during a fourth-grade 
play. 

In the course of rehearsing 
and re-rehearsing, young 
William discovered that 
there were 128 different ways 
to punctuate his single line; 
“Someone’s at the door! It 
must be Pa!” 

Since that fateful evening 
— through all his interim 
jobs: field laborer, railroad 
telegrapher, real estate 
clerk, warehouseman, piano 
teacher, inventor, and drug¬ 
store manager -- William 
Myatt has continued to pur¬ 
sue his vocation of Stalking 
the Wild Semicolon, as his 
handbook-and-romance on 
the subject is titled (Tresh 
Publications. $1.25). 

Myatt is not a fanatic. He 
can write about semicolons: 
“People have been known to 
live their entire lives without 
ever using one.” He even 
warns of the risks of overin 
dulgence, not only in semico¬ 
lons but exclamation points: 
“There is nothing exciting 
about too many exclamation 
points! If you find that hard 
to believe, look at any comic 
book! ’’ 


Thus the official Myatt po¬ 
sition is: Moderation in 
everything. “When we 
speak,” he points out reason¬ 
ably, “we pause and empha¬ 
size with our voices; when we 
write, we pause and empha¬ 
size with punctuation 
marks.” 

Yet if Myatt is not quite a 
fanatic, he is not the moder 
ate he sounds either. No wild 
semicolon-stalker ever is. 
Consider, for example, the 
madness that comes over 
Victor Borge when he goes 
into his famous act, translat¬ 
ing punctuation marks into 
audible signals — deliciously 
squishy little pops form the 
tongue in cheek. 

Others of the punctuation 
fraternity have been known 
to develop a compulsion that 
requires them — blue pencil 
in hand — to repunctuate, 
everything from Tom Jones 
to the Sunday New York 
Times. 

Punctuation devotees are 
perfectionists. They work for 
nuances within their nu 
ances, and that’s the way 
they like it. 

Show me a man agonizing 
over whether to use a 


comma, a semicolon, or a 
period, and I’ll show you a 
happy man. (I’ll also show 
you a semicolon; In such de¬ 
bates the semicolon aUays 
wins.) 

Is punctuation, then, just 
another game of trivia? — 
the intellect focused on a pro 
Vince no bigger than the head 
of a pin. 

Hardly. The punctuator im¬ 
poses rules on one small cor¬ 
ner of life and then declares 
as an act of faith “There. See 
The world doesn’t have to be 
chaos.” 

To an age that prides itself 
on its slapdash “creativity” 
— let the semicolons (and 
everything else) fall where 
they may! — Myatt’s final 
words form a funny and 
pointed rebuke: 

“Punctuation is boring and 
dull and rarely, discussed, 
very few people, understand 
the rules and even fewer 
care: to understand without 
punctuation; however writ 
ten communication becomes' 
unnecessarily — confusing a 
road without roadsigns “no ' 
reader, should have to deci 
pher? poorly, punctuated, 
prose, do you agree ”

I was not duped 
in France—Levesque 


PARIS (CP) — Quebec Pre¬ 
mier Rene Levesque, winding 
up a* three-day official visit, 
sa>-s he is continced he w-as 
rKJt used in a pawTi in a 
Fi-ench electioneering game. 

“I don’t think there was any 
effort or intention among 
those we met to use us that 
w-ay," Levesque told a news 
conference Friday. 

Reporters from two left- 
wing newspapers questioned 
whether President Valery Gis- 
card D’Estaing and Gaullist 
forces used Levesque for po¬ 
litical purposes and w hether it 
^\•ould not have been better to 
have delayed his trip until the 
completion of general elec¬ 
tions next spring. 

•‘I must admit that calcula¬ 
tion never crossed my mind,” 


Levesque said as he 
expressed his conviction that 
as a result of his \isit Quebec 
can count on French support, 
whatever decision the Quebec 
people take on a planned ref¬ 
erendum for independence. 

■Howe'er, he also was con¬ 
vinced that he was not used 
for electioneering purposes 
since he i3[Ot a warw reception 
from all parties in the Na¬ 
tional .\8sembiy, including the 
Socialist and Communists. 

Though his three-day of¬ 
ficial visit is ende^, Levesque 
will remain in Paris until his 
flight home Sunday. 

In addition to his discovery 
in Paris of “understanding, 
confidence and support” for 
his province. Lev'esque em¬ 


phasized the Importance of 
the decisiqn that he and 
Prime Minister Piaymond 
Barre will meet once a >^r 
alternately in Quebec and 
Paris. 

Askel whether Barre will 
also go to Ottawa. Levesque 
said there is nothing to pre¬ 
vent Ottawa and Paris from 
reaching their own agree¬ 
ments. 

In a joint communique the 
Quebec and French govern¬ 
ments said they will encour¬ 
age an exchange of French 
books and increase the flow of 
student visits. A five-year 
plan for French copper pro¬ 
specting in Quebec is to be 
signed shortly, with the gov¬ 
ernments sharing the coats. i

YOU & THE NEW RENT 
INCREASE LIMIT 

The New Residential Tenancy Act 


NEW FORMS: 

Effective November Isl, 1977, the forms required for termination of tenancies and non-payment of 
rent have been changed and the new forms MUST be used. 

TERMINATION FOR NON-PAYMENT OF RENT: 

A tenant is required to pay his rent on the date due. Failure to do so may result in his being served 
with a Notice of Termination. 

He then has 5 days to pay the rent and if he does so within this period, the Notice becomes void. 
If rent is not paid within the 5 days or a dispute is not filed with the Rentalsman, the tenant must 
vacate the premises on the date shown on the Notice of Termination. 

RIGHT OF DISPUTE: 

When a tenant receives a Notice of Termination, he has the right of dispute before the Rentalsman. 
If he fails to file a dispute, or in the case of non-payment of rent, still does not pay, he is considered 
to have accepted the termination of his tenancy and must vacate the premises. 

REASONS MUST BE STATED: 

Every Notice of Termination MUST contain the specific reasons why the landlord is terminating the 
tenancy. 

NEW SECURITY DEPOSIT PROCEDURES: 

At the termination of a tenancy, a landlord must, within 15 days, either: 

(A) have Ihe tenant's written permission to retain all or part of the security deposit; 

(B) file a claim upon the tenant and the Rentalsman; 

<C) or commence a court action against the tenant. 

Failure to do one of the above will result in the landlord forfeiting his claim, in which case the tenant's 
security deposit MUST be returned. 

A landlord is no longer required to send the security deposit to the Rentalsman, but the Rentalsman 
will continue to resolve any disputes. 

MOBILE HOME PARKS: 

Entry & Exit Fees: A landlord may not charge, directly or indirectly, any fee for the assignment or 
subletting of residential premises, including a mobile home pad. 

He may not arbitrarily or unreasonably withhold consent to the assignment or 
subletting of a pad.

Retroactive to May 1st, 1977, rent increases are now limited to 7% annually. 

HERE ARE THE NEW PROVISIONS FOR RENT INCREASES: 

(1) Notices of rent increases must be given on the forms supplied by the Rent Review Commission; 

(2) A copy of the form must be sent to the commission within 7 days of serving the tenant, even if the 
premises are exempt from the 7% limit; 

(3) All increased rents must be rounded to the nearest dollar; 

(These 3 provisions apply to rent increase notices to be given during November or after, that would 
take effect on or after March 1st, 1978.) 

(4) Additional occupancy charges are not allowed on or after January 1st, 1978; 

(5) A tenant may apply to the Rent Review Commission for a rent reduction when a service is sub¬ 
stantially reduced or discontinued, and 

(6) A tenant may deduct any rent overpayments from future rent payments or contact the Rent 
Review Commission. 

The old provisions of 3 months notice of an increase and a minimum of 12 months between increases 
still apply. 

EXCEPTIONS: 

(1) Landlords may apply to the Rent Review Commission for an increase greater than 7%; 

(2) Landlords may apply before January 1st, 1978 to have additional occupancy charges retained; 

(3) Certain expenditures, such as major^pairs and improvements^ may also qualify a landlord for an 
additional rent increase.

This artificially inflates the 
price of the business and has 
earned some cable operators 
profits that they could rarely

And the Canadian Radio 
Teieviaion and Telecom- 
■ municationi Commission 
(CRTTC), the federal watchdog 
over broadcasting which 
issues the licences, has gone

Roman 
said. Without a CRTC licence, 
it would be illegal for a cable

The 
official explained that the pur- 
lX)se was to stop people from 
dumping fill in the area so 
tiuit , the study could deter¬ 
mine flooding patterns. 

After the 1964 tidal wave 
wtiich hit the waterfront, 
dikes were constructed. But 
officials discovered there was 
still some flooding behind the 
dikes and the study .was un¬ 
dertaken to find out why. It 
was also discovered that the 
little streams behind the dam 
weren’t charted and the 
study was also to look into 
that a.si;ect of the flooding sit¬ 
uation.

TV>llavving years of uncer¬ 
tainty over the fate of the 
Crystal C^arden, Recreation 
and Conservation Minister 
Sam Bawlf announced Friday 
that the old landmark will be 
restored to become one of the 
city’s mo^ exciting* attrac¬ 
tions. 

Woric on the 52 million reha¬ 
bilitation project is to begin 
early next year and when the 
job is completed in 1979, the 
old Crystal Garden will have 
turned into a “lush garden 
oasis under glass,” the min¬ 
ister said. 


Plans call for a multipUcity 
of features, including a tropi 
cal garden, a waterfall, path¬ 
ways winding through plants 
up to 30 feet high, a fountain 
and an oriental bridge. 

There will be a threatre-in- 
the-round accommodating up 
to 250 people for culUiral 
events, lectures, films and 
conferences. 

0\*ERL00KING the tropi¬ 
cal garden, there will be a tea 
garden, a licensed lounge and 
a dance pavilion accommo¬ 
dating up to 300 people. 

The tropical garden will 


have displays of rare birds, 
reptiles and monkeys. 

'The Crystal’s Douglas 
Sti-eet frontage will be extend¬ 
ed toward the street to make 
room for a sidewalk cafe and 
fresh fruit and flower stalls. 

Baw’lf told reporters at a 
news conference that the 
building would be self-sustain¬ 
ing. There would be a small 
admission charge to offset the 
maint^uince cost, but provi¬ 
sion would be made for senior 
citizens and children. 

The minister said die ad¬ 
mission would probably be 


very modest, considering the 
number of potential visitors. 

ABOUT ONE and a quarter 
million people go through the 
museum every year. If only 
hall of those visit the Crystal, 
“we wont have to charge a 
veiy high admission.” the 
minister sai^ 

The minlit^cr said priority 
would be given to the restora¬ 
tion of the glass roof which 
has suffered since the build¬ 
ing was abandoned as a 
sw Imming pool six years ago. 

Plans for the restoration 
are being prepared by Wagg 


and Hamhleton. a Victoria 
firm of architects. 

Bamrlt said he was delighted . 
with the conceptual plans pnd- 
duced so far by the architects 
and he was now giving in¬ 
structions to proceed with de¬ 
tailed plans. 

“11118 plan will add a great 
new diminrifi to the quality 
of life for pebple of all ages in 
the capital city and fulfil its 
reputation as the XSty of Gar¬ 
dens’ in all seasons,” the min¬ 
ister said. 

\lCroiUA MAYOR Mi¬ 
chael Young said he was de¬ 


lighted with the minister’s an¬ 
nouncement. 

“It meets the commitment 
the government made to the 
city,” Young said referring to 
hie stipulation that the CrjTi- 
tal Garden be restored by the 
government in return for pur¬ 
chasing it from the city for $1.- 

He said he was somew’tot 
disturbed that there would be 
an admission charge, but 
added that something could 
probably be worked out. 

He said the government 
should consider issuing season 


passes for the Crystal at a 
nomJbal fee. 

Young also said he hoped 
that any surplus wtDuldn’t be 
channelled into the province’s 
general revenue. If the 52 mil¬ 
lion debt could eventually be 
retired with a surplus, that 
was fine with him, the mayor 
said.' 

THE CRYSTAL Garden was 
built in 1924 to a design by 
Francis Rattenbury and P. L. 
James, inspired by the palm 
house at Kew, Richmond, 
England, and according to the 
city’s 1975 heritage conserva¬ 


tion report it was designed for 
multiple use as Victoria’s first 
convention centre, arborium 
restaurant and art gallery. 

Terry Reksten of the Crys¬ 
tal Garden Preservation Soci¬ 
ety said she was thrilled by 
Bawlf’s announcement. 

“I’m especially happy that 
the Cry'stal Garden will, once 
again, serve a number of dif¬ 
ferent interests. I’m sure 
many people will be pleased 
that there will be dancing at 
the Crystal Garden again,!’ 
she said.

The owner of the Victorif.n 
new'sijapcr announced Friday 
that the paper was finished, 
putting about 100 persons out 
of work. Besides 96 editorial, 
production and sales staff, ?ux 
pressmen at Dow Print Ltd., 
an offset press on David 
Street in Victoria, were af¬ 
fected by the annoncement. 

About 6d0 news carriers 
w ere also out of luck. 

The end of the thrire- 
weekly paper was une.v|>eci- 
ed, and was described by a 
staff member as a “bomb¬ 
shell . . . fi-om owner John 
Damgaard.” 

Damgaard left Victoria on 
Friday for the weekend and 
could not be reached for com¬ 
ment. 

Damgaard announced to 
staff members at 11 a.m. Fri¬ 
day that the paper was 
finished. Victorian reporter 
Maury Gwynne said. 

But Ernie Dow. foreman at 
Dow Print Ltd., which printed 
the pa|)er, said he learned 
about tlie demise of the paper 
on Friday afternoon, on the 
radio, 

“I worked tlie night shift, 
and I got home at 7:30 in the 
morning. When I woke up 
around noon, that’s what 
greeted me on the radio.” 

Dow said Damgaard had 
not contacted any of the 
pressmen to tell them of his 
plan.s to close the newspaper.' 

Although 'Dow Print has 
oUier “small” jobs, Dow said, 
he was uncertain about the fu¬ 
ture of the press. 

Victorian general sales 


manager Lome Mliyte said 
Friday that editorial and 
sales staff would meet that 
night and “all through tfaa 
weekend” to try to salvage 
their jobs, possibly toy start¬ 
ing a new paiier. 

“We’re going to try to sit

Conditions were cramped 
and dingy, the work arduous 
and the pay pitiful. 

But. when I first came to 
Victoria in late 1975, I was 
glad of the job offered me at 
the Victorian newspaper, even 
if it was temporary. 

Operating out of a partly- 
«ondeinned three-storey red¬ 
brick building at Government 
and Herald, the Victorian was, 
tlespite'tlie disadvantages, a 
Iricndly place to work. 

Certainly there was more 
brainstoiTning among its 
handful of 51.000-a-month re-*" 
porting staff than on many a 
lai*ge metropolitan daily. 

And, in spite of John Dam¬ 
gaard s paternal attitude to 


his staff, or perhaps because 
of it, jxju felt you -were among 
frientiB no matter whidh de¬ 
partment he wes walking 
through in the course of get¬ 
ting to and from the 
new'sroom. 

The Victorian was pixAably 
the city’s longest-lived “aller- 
nativ'e” newspaper to the two 
established dailies and was 
kept in existence tor as long 
as it was largely by the fat 
Fridaj” real estate section that 
was wif)ed out early this year 
wlien the Greater Wictorii 
Real Estate Board brougl 
out its own free-circulation 
W'eekly information sheet on 
new home listings. 

The highlight of my mer¬ 
cifully brief stint at the Victo¬ 
rian was trying to cover by 
listening to the radio the Dec.

11. 1976 electiem which saw 
David Barrett’s NDP gov'em- 
ment defeated. 

As we left by dawn’s early 
light, photographer Jim Ryan 
tripped over k bucket of horse 
manure left by the Victorian’s 
front door.

Teh mlllioii babies suffer 
from severe piuilnutritioh and 
Infcetidil every year, largely 
because their mothers were 
persuaded to change from 
breast to bottle feeding, says 
Dr. Derrick B. JelUffe, infant 
nutritioa expert at the Univer¬ 
sity of California, on CBC-TV’s 
Man Alive. 

In a program subtitled The 
Formula Factor, for telecast 
Monday, Nov. 7 at 10:30 p.m. 
on channels 2 and 6, Man Alive 
looks at this serious problem 
facing many third world 
countries. It observes that the 
churches and other concerned 
groups in Canada and abroad 
are urging multi-national baby 
food companies to take respon¬ 
sibility for their activities and 
change their sales practices. 

On the Man Alive program, 
host Roy Bonisteel reports 
from Jamaica, one of the few 
developing countries making 
enormous efforts to reverse 
the trend to bottle feeding, and 
combat malnutrition. At 
Kingston Children’s Hospital, 
medical students are being 
taught to recognize the signs of 
malnutrition due to bottle 
feeding. Bonisteel sees one 
child, who, after being breast 
fed for the first two months of 
life, weighted 11 pounds; five 
months later, after being 
changed to bottle feeding, the 
chiid weighs only 8 pounds. 

Doctors tell Bonisteel that 
the connection between baby 
formula and malnutrition is 
simple: many women in un¬ 
derdeveloped countries don't 
have pure water to mix with 
formula; they can’t read the in¬ 
structions on the can; and low 
incomes don’t allow them to 
buy sufficient quantities, so 
they water down the formula to 
make it stretch further. 

Roy Bonisteel encounters an 
unusual figure in the com¬ 
panies’ promotion campaigns 
in Jamaica. She is the ‘milk 
nurse’ — a woman dressed in a 
white uniform, wearing no 
company insignia, who tries to 
canvass maternity hospitals 
handing out free formula sam¬ 
ples to new mothers. In an ef¬ 
fort to counteract the com¬ 
panies’ sales efforts, public 
hospitals in Jamaica have for¬ 
bidden these company 
representatives entry to the 
wards, and free government 
clinics are teaching mothers

the Importance of breast 
feeding. 

When 'The Formula Factor 
producer Rosalind Farber in¬ 
vited major baby food com¬ 
panies to respond to criticism 
ol their sales practices, they 
refused to appear on camera, 
but Roy Bonisteel reads 
prepared statements received 


from two companies. 

On the program Leah 
Margulies, spokesman for the 
interfaith Centre for Corporate 
Responsibility, a coalition of 14 
Protestant denominations and 
150 Roman Catholic Orders, 
sums up: Groups like ours, in 
Canada and in Europe, need to 
collaborate ... to put pressure 


on these companies to stop 
promotion tactics we feel are 
unethical... to educate people 
at home and abroad about the 
negative impact multi¬ 
nationals can have on third 
world countries and that you 
can do something about it.”

but als^ publishing as author 
and photographer. 

Myers was bom In England 
and came to Canada in 1951 
with her family. She is a 
graduate of the University of 
Toronto (B.A. Arts and Archi¬ 
tecture) with post-graduate 
studies in psychology at the 
University of Paris and the 
French language at Laval 
University and the Alliance 
Francaise de Paris. Later she 
studied film animation at the 
Vancouver School of Art; 
architectural drafting and 
radio and television writing 
production at Ryerson 
Polytechnical Institute, 
Toronto. 

As a photographer, her work 
has appeared in numerous in¬ 
ternational publications, in¬ 
cluding: Time Magazine; 
Reader's Digest; Moebel 


Interior Design; Abitare; 
Design; Nationai'Georgraphic; 
Baumeister: ArtsCanada; 
Canadian Forum; and 
Architecture Canada. She is 
also the author of Canadian 
Architecture 1960-70; The 
Lives and Works of the Cana¬ 
dian Artists: Homer Watson;

Sauteur <le Beaucanton was 
first staged at Le Theatre de 
Quat'Sous, Montreal, in Oc¬ 
tober, 1974. This lively comedy 
centres on Paul Latraverse. 
champion Jumper and pride of 
his village, who Jumps 
sideways one day and gets 
stuck. His coach, the village 
wheeler-dealer, Aldeo, decides 
to make a tourist attraction out 
of Paul when all attempts to 
“cure” him fail. Terrence 
LaBrosse and Marcel Gauthier 
play Paul and Aldeo respec¬ 
tively, and the music is by 
Marc Belanger. 

The best-known of all the 
writers represented is Yves 
Theriault, whose contribution. 
The Meerschaum Pipe, was 
specially commissioned by 
CBC Stage for Nov. 20. 
Theriault's novels include 
Agaguk, about Eskimo life, and 
Ashini, about Indians, which 
won the Governor General's 
Award in 1961. His most recent 
work Is Ways of the Flesh, a 
collection of comic erotic 
stories. 

This play, in Theriault's 
words, is about "one of the 
oldest themes — love and 
Jealousy.” Set in a Gaspe 
fishing village, a young man is 
suspected by a trawler skipper 
of having an affair with his 
wife. The young man, it s^ms, 
has a pipe, and the skipper's 
wife it known to have bought 
one like it. Blind with Jealousy, 
the skipper goes out in a storm 


with the young man in the crew 
to frighten him and get 
revenge. The boat capsizes and 
the young man saves the skip¬ 
per's life. In the end, it is 
revealed there are two pipes, 
but the skipper never really 
knows whether there was an af¬ 
fair or not. 

Finally, Nov. 27, Two Plays 
for Dreamers, a double bill 
beginning with If You Don’t 
See What You Want, an ex¬ 
istentialist drama by Ernesto 
Cuevas. Robin Gemmell stars 
as a man who leaves home to 
go to work every day, but his 
double actually does the work 
for him, while the man goes to 
the movies. His wife nags him 
for being a dreamer, and even¬ 
tually he arranges for bis dou¬ 
ble to move in as the perfect 
husband and father. 

The second of the two plays 
stars Monique Mercure (who 
won a Cannes Film Festival 
award for her role in the film. 
J. A. Martin, photographer) in 
No Pets Allowed by Marlie 
Purves. An old lady, through 
her love of humanity and 
animals, takes in every stray 
animal that comes her way. 
However, in solving other peo¬ 
ple’s problems, she creates her 
own. Her apartment 
degenerates and she is finally 
forced out to an old people's 
home. 

'The first three plays were 
produced by Philip Coulter in 
Montreal; the double bill was 
produced by David Windsor.

Jack Lord Tough 
And in Demand 


By BOB THOMAS 

HONOLULU (AP) - It is 
reassuring for a visitor to 
return to Hawaii and realize 
that Steve McGarrett still is 
combatting crime with firm 
hand and granite face. 

Indeed. Hawaii Five-0 is 
well Into Its 10th season on CBS 
television and has weathered a 
wide assortment of mayhem, 
as well as backstage feuds, 
production headaches and rol¬ 
lercoaster ratings. Lately the 
show has soared in the 
audience surveys. 

“We were one of the top 15 
shows in last season," star 
Jack Lord points out. "Ten of 
the shows were ABC, four were 
CBS and only one was NBC. 
So it’s not hard to see why 
CBS likes us." . 

Lord remains utterly protec¬ 
tive of Hawaii Five-0. You can 
feel the dominance of his per¬ 
sonality when visiting the set. 
One recent day, the company 
was shooting the 14th show of 
the season at the DiHiogham 
■anch on the windward side of 
Oahu. 

Filming continued at a 
deliberate pace, symptomatic 
of the no-nonsense attitude that 
Lord enforces. More than a few 
directors, producers and actors 
have failed to meet bis stan¬ 
dards and have hastened back 
to the mainland. 

"Yes, I am tough," Lord con¬ 
firmed. "That's the only way to 
survive 10 years in a series. I 
would prefer to say that I am 


firm. V’ou can't be wishy- 
washy in this business. 

“ But I’m not stupid; I never 
make unreasonable demands 
And I get respect from actors 
from the way I insist that they 
be treated. 

•‘I try to create an at¬ 
mosphere of harmony under 
which all of us can work. There 
Is no buddy system; everyone 
must pull his own load. No 
nepotism. Unlike other opera¬ 
tions in Hollywood, you won't 
find any relatives on this 
show." 

After a decade on Oahu, 
Jack Lord is a confirmed 
Hawaiian. But that doesn’t 
necessarily mean he will end 
his days as Steve McGarrett. 
His contract ends with the 1977- 
78 season, when 240 hours will 
have been completed What 
(hen? 

"That's the question that 
everyone asks. When the time 
comes. I’ll have to sit down 
with my wife and decide where 
we want to go. I've got to think 
about the people who depend on 
the show for (heir livings 
from 100 to ISO persons, 
depending on the kind of show. 

"I've also got to think in 
terms of my own future and 
life. The series has been totally 
confining; I've had to turn 
down movies like A Bridge Too 
Far and Breakheart Pass. I 
write, paint and make jewelry 
as pastimes, but do I need 
other challenges for my 
career?"

Nancy Marchand 
With Laughing- 
Scowling Faces 


By STEVEN H. SCHEtER 

NEW YORK - She was so 
evil on “Love of Life” (CBS), 
and so benevolent on “Another 
World” (NBC). Millions love 
Nancy Marchand because of 
those two soap operas, and that 
following could be a great help 
to the new nighttime “Lou 
Grant Show,” in which Nancy 
has a few minutes each week 
as the petulant publisher, 
widow Margaret Pyncbon. 

So far, Nancy remains in the 
background of the newspaper 
series, causing a soap opera 
fan to note that CBS is losing a 
big bet by not putting 
Marchand in the publicity 
limelight. More attention for 
Nancy might move the shovwup 
in the ratings. 

Again, soap opera stars are 
largely ignored in prime time. 
It*s an old story, yet the 
network execs never seem to 
learn. 

Commuting to Hollywood 
with her dachshund Muggsie in 
a handbag. Nancy has a car 
waiting for her at the airport, a 
hotel room near the studio, and 
many friends ready to give a 
call. She's a busy woman these 
days, teaching poetry reading 
at Manhattan's Juilliard School 
twice a week, besides running 
the household composed of his* 
band Paul Sparer, an actor, 
and daughter Rachel, 16 — who 
wants to be an opera singer — 
the last of three children still 
at home. 

The Sparers have acquired a 
dream house, one they’ve been 
admiring for 20 years, a 
beautifully designed home re¬ 
quiring upkeep funds, so Nancy 
has her hands full. 

Sitting beside a hotel swim¬ 
ming pool in California the 
other day, Nancy was amused 
by fans writing about her 
malevolence on “Love of 
Life." She laughed and said, 
“My lady on ‘Love’ WAS bad. 
She even blackmailed a nurse 
to switch hospital records so 
her son’s child would be 
adopted, just because she dis¬ 
liked her daughter-in-law.” 


Publisher Margaret Pynchon 
on “The Lou Grant Show'* 
faces life on the opposite end of 
the spectrum. People come up 
to Nancy and say, “You really 
are Kay Graham (publisher of 
the Washington Post) aren’t 
you? ’ 

Mrs. Sparer says she plays 
just a character, a lonely lady 
in high position, very bright 
and unsure of herself, with a 
Yorkie dog for company. 

It's too early to tell what will 
happen to city editor Grant and 
his lady boss, Margaret 
Pynchon. Nancy makes it a 
habit never to read reviews 
since it’s only one person’s opi¬ 
nion, therefore she is in the 
dark on the new series. But 
good scripts, the people in¬ 
volved and the mounds of 
research used for the show's 
construction tell the actress 
quality is present. 

“It’s a far cry from the 
‘Beacon Hill’ series,” Nancy 
admits. “We had magnificent 
sets there, but no scripts or 
research.

Conscription: 

How to Divide a Country 


By WALTER YOUNG 

As the intelligentsia and politicians in¬ 
dulge themseives in an orgy of con¬ 
ferences, commissions and investigations 
that wiil, they hope, help achieve national 
unity, there is some advantage in the rest 
of us in English Canada spending a little 
time in attempting to understand some of 
the roots of discontent in Quebec. 
Conscription is one root and Broken 
Promises as good as analysis of iP as you 
are likely to find. 

To most Canadians conscription means 
the Second World War, Zombies and the 
near mutiny in Vernon and Terrace that 
occurred when some of the men in the 6th 
Division were ordered overseas in the 
autumn of 1944. The more knowledgeable 
will recognize it as a persistent source of 
tension between Quebec and the rest of 
Canada, and as a reminder of different 
perspectives on Canada's role in world 
affairs. 

There is little doubt, however, that 
many Canadians who remember the war 
firmly believe that most of Quebec opted 
out, and that it was English-Canadlan 
blood that stained the soil of Western 
Europe. Like most popular mj'ths there is 
only a grain of truth in this view: it is 
based largely on ignorance'and prejudice. 

In this, as in so many things, we 
seldom attempt to recopize or appreciate 
the different point of view in Quebec, and 
in that way to understand the legitimate 
opposition in Quebec to conscription. 

At the bottom of French-Canadian in¬ 
difference toward service in His Majesty’s 
armed services lay not only the understan¬ 
dable lack of patriotic sentiment toward 
Cireat Britain but an ^ually understan¬ 
dable lack of Interest in an army that was 
structured in ways that were unattractive 
to French-Canadians. 

Granatstein and Hitsman point out that 
as early as the 1870’s Ottawa could see no 
reason to treat Francophone militia men 
any differently than recruits from Orillia. 
When a request was made for a wholly 
Quebecois unit that would wear a uniform 
based on that of the French Zouaves, it 
Was refused. Ottawa preferred the native 
dress of Capada for its troops: kilts, 
busbies, trews and the like. No attempt 
was made to establish Francophone regi¬ 
ments and the evidence would Indicate 
that the military establishmentwhich 
was probably more Briti.sh than Britain — 
went out of its way to bruise the “amour 
propre” of Canadlen officers. In the first 
World War Canadien recruits were 
deliberately spread amongst the 
Anglophone units.

What is often forgotten, if. Indeed, it 
was ever known, is that the first Canadian 
Expeditionary Force to Europe in the 
First World War was made up largely of 
British-born recruits. At no time did 
Canadian-born soldiers make up more 
than 51 per cent of the CEF. This is par¬ 
ticularly significant, for it meant that the 
character of the Canadian army was un¬ 
mistakably British and that the structure 
of the force after the war would be set to 
some degree by the continuing presence of 
British-torn members. 

Anyone who has had any association 
with the military in Canada must be struck 
by the lack of indigenous tradition and the 
slavish acceptance of British ways — even 
to the naming of honorary colonels of 
regiments: Invariably tweedy members of 
the British aristocracy. To a Quebecois 
such an organization would be foreign, un¬ 
attractive and bizarre. 

Add to this the relative Isolation of the 
Quebecois from the mainstream of Cana¬ 
dian life in the early years of this century, 
the vehement opposition of such as Henri 
Bourassa —' who was, let It be 
remembered, a Canadian nationalist ~ 
and the lack of enthusiasrn in Quebec for 
what was seen as a British war, and the 
consequent opposition to conscription is 
- understandable. It is certainly as under¬ 


standable as the opposition of the Western 
farmers and the trade unions in 1917. 

When Canada entered the Second World 
War. Mackenzie King pledged there would 
be no conscription. Canada would have a 
volunteer army and the problems with 
Quebec that had surfaced when Borden 
Imposed conscription in 1917 would be 
avoided. By mid-1941 it became evident 
that Quebec was not contributing its share 
of volunteers — they were running at 60 
per cent of the English-speaking rate. 

Ernest Lapointe explained the dif¬ 
ficulties by pointing to the lack of able of¬ 
ficers in the Quebec Military District: 

. . we have been cursed for years with 
military chiefs who know nothing about 
the rank and file of the people, had no con¬ 
tact with them and have bungled the situa¬ 
tion in the most deplorable way.’* 
Moreover, the General Staff was anti- 
Quebecois. One general had staled that he

hated French-Canadians and that none of 
them should be allowed to rise above the 
rank of lieutenant-colonel. Even the more 
intelligent officers were unwilling to ad¬ 
mit the need for. French-speaking units. 
The officers in a fighting unit had to learn 
to co-operate and, of course, for French- 
Canadian officers this meant abandoning 
^their language, since co-operation was. 
like everything else, carried out in 
English. 


The Quebecer’s lack of familiarity with 
the ultra-British ways of the army made it 
easy for the English-speaking officers to 
assert that recruits from (^ebec were 
best for front-line cannon-fod^r and little 
else. They were not. for example, en¬ 
couraged to join the Air Force or the Navy 
since it was felt that the required 
technical expertise was beyond them. 

But what lay at the bottom of the op¬ 
position to conscription on the part of 
leading Quebec intellectuals like Andre 
Laurendeau was not so much the indignity 
of service in the Canadian Army but the 
perfidy of Mackenzie King, who had 
pledged that there would be no conscrip¬ 
tion — and this was. after all, a pledge to 
the people of Quebec in many ways more 
Important than to the rest of Canada. 

Admittedly King did seek and was 
granted a release from his pltoge by the 
plebiscite of 1942. But Quebec did not vote 
to release him from his pledge. Alone of 
all the provinces it voted against. 

As Granatstein and Hitsman write; 
"For French Canada the conscription 
crisis in 1942 was the crucial point of the 
war. Pledges directed to French Canada 
had been freely offered by the^ 
government; those pledges had now been 
violated despite the expressed will of all 
Quebecois in and out of Parliament. How 
could Ottawa ever be trustto again?’’ 

The National Resources Mobilization 
Act provided for the conscription of troops 
ta serve in Canada. Only volunteers would 
be sent on General Service overseas. Her¬ 
culean efforts were made to convince 
NRMA men — the Zombies — to volunteer 
for overseas service. They succeeded 
more in demoralizing the NRMA recruits 
than in persuading them that life on the 
front line was a man's life. The officers 
commanding the NRMA men viewed their 
troops with the distaste one would expect 
from career soldiers. Brigadier W. H. S. 
Macklin held the view that the Zombie 
'slouched and had no respeqt for himself, 
his unit, or his country." 

' Macklin, no doubt like most senior of¬ 
ficers. also thought that most of the NRMA 
men weoe of non-British origin. In fact the 
Zombies represented a good cross-section 
of the Canadian nation at large, with only a 
slightly higher proportion of French- 
speaking over what exact representation 
would have produced. But the perception 
of the officers of their men would obvious¬ 
ly color their dealings with them. There is 


no doubt that NRMA battalions were 
generally viewed by their officers and by 
the Department of National Defence as 
colonies of military lepers. 

In the last months of the war. when 
overseas conscription was finally Im¬ 
posed, there were riots and some troops 
did mount anti-tank guns in the streets of 
Terrace to ward off the officers coming to 
send them overseas. Some 13,000 men 
were sent overseas and by all accounts ac¬ 
quitted themselves well in battle. Sixty- 
nine lost their lives, 232 were wounded. 
They needn’t have gone, as it turned out. 
Even without the NRMA reinforcements 
the pool of replacements overseas stood at 
8.500 irf April of 1945. 

★ ★ W 

Why then had it all happened? It hap¬ 
pened because in war-time the judgment 
of politicians and generals is as often 
wrong as it is correct. Who could say with 
accuracy how many Canadian reinforce¬ 
ments were needed at the time when the 
officers in the field are shouting for more? 
We know now that the war was a festival 
of error on both sides — but that is, after 
all, the nature of war. 

It is clear that the war would not have 
ended any sooner or any later with or 
without an infusion of Canadian Zombies. 
Even at the time there were some who 
saw the situation more clearly than mo.st 
Canadians: The Economist wrote, “h will 
really make very little difference to the 
course of the war. or to the magnitude of 
Canada's part in it, whether a handful of 
men are conscripted or not, while, on the 
other hand, the damage done to the rela¬ 
tions between French and English- 
speaking Canadians might disturb the un¬ 
ity of the Dominion for decades to come” 

At a time when that unity is being 
seriously threatened and hotly pursued, it 
is useful for Canadians to be reminded of 
the important differences that form the 
justification for unity and which require 
the special consideration that is the root of 
tolerance. Granatstein and Hitsman's 
description and analysis of the several 
conscription crises in Canada is not only 
first-rate history, it is a timely reminder 
of broken promises and blind prejudice.

Harry Adaskln's goal in life was ambitious and une¬ 
quivocal — he wanted to be an angel. 

He began by wanting to pl^ like an angel, but soon came 
to realise, as he tells us In A nddler’s World, “that to play 
like an angel one first has to be one.*' Right. Well then, how 
to begin? 

Adaskln’s solution was to ^ to become “as real as pos¬ 
sible.** Becoming “real” meant jettisoning “a lot of useless 
baggage” such as the opinions of people whom he considered 
“unreal”. People who cared about oijanlzed religion, for es- 
ample, or politics or business or (horror to end all horrors) 
staying In ushion. “Leam to love. In all things mortal, only 
what is eternal,** said Santayana. “Art is the gateway to 
spiritual evolution,*’ says Adaskin. 

The extraordinary thing about all this Is that while 
Adaskin can hardly be-said to have reached angelhood, he is 
now and has long been, to Judge by his own testimony, a 
supremely happy man. He achieved the cake of his choice, it 
tasted divine, and he’s still eating it today at the age of 76. 
(That i^ 1 tUnk he’s 76. Harry Adaskin, among his other 
claimsA fame, is a man with five birthdays.) 


He was born In Riga, Latvia, the eldest son of Russian % 
Jewish parents, and emigrated to Canada when he was two. 
“We lived in a small cottage In downtown Toronto near what 
: later became Chinatown.*’ writes Adaskin. His father’s salary 
as a wood-turner was |15 a week. At the age of seven, Harry ijij 
began to study violin. j:*: 

He advanced steadily, aided by scholarships and a splen- /ji 
did variety of local teachers, one of whom Harry was anx- 
ious to keep at a safe distance from his ^rl friend’s mother, >|i 
lest he “involve her in some of his financial cadenzas.’’ (The 
early section of A Fiddler's World would make a delightful ^ 
film. One suspects that Adaskin sees it that way himself, j:; 
with a young Charlie diaplln in the leading role.) 

Then, in 1923, Adaskin began getting together with three ij: 
other musicians to play quartets. In 1924 they gave their first % 
concert, and the rest is Canadian musical history. 

The Hart House Stri^ Quartet was the first string 
quartet to be fully subsicUzed in (Canada. Adaskin. who 
I played second violin, stayed with the group for 16 years. Dur- j:|: 
: ing that time the Quartet made 12 transcontinental tours of ^ 
; Canada, two extended tours of Europe and many long tours 
I of the U.S., as well as giving some 30 recitals in New York. 

The Quartet's financial angel was the Massey Founda- 
; tion. The security it provided meant that Harry could sup- 
: port a wife (he married pianist Frances Marr in 1926), study 
\ In Europe during the summers and indulge his developing 
; taste in art. “Give me the luxuries of this world, and I’ll do 
without the necessities,” said Frank Lloyd Wright, and the 
Adaskins couldn't have agreed with him more. iji: 


In 1938, however, Harry decided to leave the (Quartet. 

: The reason, he insists, is because his “inner voice” told him: 

: “I'm going to spend the rest of my life playing all the works 1 
I love b^t, and I’m going to play them as beautifully as my 
: talents will let me.” The book ends in 1938, so we will have to 
I wait for the details of Adaskin's later career, which included 
: radio broadcasting and a professorship at U.B.C. (where 1, 
; along with hundreds of others over the years, enrolled in his 
; course in music appreciation. What we learned to ap- 
: predate, not too surpiisingly, were the violin, the piano, and 
I the inimitable Adaskin style). 

I knowledge of other fields is largely self-taught. The result Is 
: a mind untroubled by social conscience, thoroughly Informed 
I on some subjects and quite innocent of others. His opinions

And to top it all, he is a kind of autobiographical Horatio

Hooks and Harpoons 



If you're stormed-in somewhere along 
the coast, you go beachcombing — right? 
What better way to kill a few hours and, 
anyway, what else is there to do? If you're 
like me, there's hope that a few hours 
spent prowling through the wrack will turn 
up something worthwhile. 1 once found 
myself weathered-in on the west coast of 
Prihce of Wales Island, and 1 soon got very 
tired of watching the surf, so ... 

All we found that day was an old apple- 
box in the crotch of a tree. Knocl^ it 
down with a stick, we found it contained a 
badly rotted human skull, some cedar 
matting, and three v-shaped pieces of 
wood. As we picked them up, they fell 
apart. Each vee consisted of two separate 
pieces and they had been lashed together 
with twine of some sort. We buried the 
9kidl, after rolling it up in the matting, and 
went back to camp with the loose pieces of 
wood. 

The next day, on our way towards 
Oaig, we stopp^ off at an Indian camp. 
The old people identified the wood; the 
vee-shap^ pieces had once been fish 
hooks. But they couldn't tell us much 
more, their English was insufficient for 
that; and the younger people, all of whom 
spoke E^lish, didn't know how to use the 
hooks. 

Learning Wasn't Easy 

I still have those hooks and have since 
discovered the proper way to use them, 
but learning how wasn't easy. There 
should have been books on the subject, but 
fhere were none and, oddly enough, it was 
an elderly Norwegian fisherman who 
showed me how to use the hooks. Now the 
task would be a great deal easier, because 
we finally have a book to turn to; Hilary 
Stewart’s Indian Fishing answers every 
question that I had, along with a good 
many others which hadn’t crossed my 
miiod. 

Ms. Stewart’s hook, in seven 
thoroti^y illustrated chapters, covers all 
aspects of early Indian fishing methods. 
Spears^and harpoons, nets and nettng, 
traps and weirs, traditional methods of 
co(^ing and preserving fish, it’s all here — 
hook, line and sinker. 

Europeans have been on this coast for 
well over 200 years — remember, the Rus¬ 


sians were here before (}ook or anyone 
else. It Is amazing that it has taken us this 
long to compile a book on traditional 
fishing methods. Even more amazing is 
the quality of this book; there is no aspect 
of coastal Indian fishing which Ms. 
Stewart has ignored or hurried over. Not 
only is this the firstmajor book on the sub¬ 
ject. it is so well researched that it is un¬ 
doubtedly going to remain the textbook for 
a good many years. 

Don't let me lead you astray with 
words like “textbook.” It is a “textbook” 
only in that it is an ultimate source book 
on Indian fishing, and doesn't mean that 
its written in typical textbook style — 
nothing could be further from the truth. 
Indian Fishing is fun to read. Ms. 
Stewart s style is lively and fast-paced and 
much of the text is brightened by her com¬ 
ments on her own experiments. 

She has made kelp fishing lines, fished 
with wooden hooks and personally cooked 
her eatch using the methods that the In¬ 
dians used for thousands of years. This 
lends a touch of authenticity to the text, as 
do her experiences with this coast and the 
people who called it home when our 
ancestors were living in caves in Europe 
and Asia. 

It doesn't matter whether you are an 
armchair traveller, fisherman, amateur 
historian, dreamer or gourmet, you're go¬ 
ing to find something in this bMk to in¬ 
terest you. One gi^p which is sure to find 
this book fascinating are those who like to 
live off the land. Not only does this book 
tell us how the Indians used their nets and 
kelp lines, weirs and harpoons, it tells us 
how to make them ourselves. 

One section of the book which in¬ 
terested me was the long section on traps 
and weirs. We’ve all seen rock piles, or 
curious rock patterns half-washed away 
by the tidal action, up and down the west 
coast. I suppose we’ve all known that they 
Were probably former Indian fish traps. If 
we looked around the area, we probably 
found streams, I know I have, and usually 
In these streams we found the remains of 
weirs — now reduced to the stubs of piling 
sticking out of the creek bottom. But who 
knows anything about them? The facts are 
hidden away in difficult to locate 


“It is said that if the downstream peo¬ 
ple were tardy in opening the weir, their 
angry neighbors might launch a massive 
log into the fast flowing waters and smash 
it open.” I’ll bet they did: salmon were a 
necessity, not a luxury. Thankfully, the 
author ^sn't digress on traditional river 
rivalry, but it is this blend of fact and 
rumor, fact and experimentation, tradi¬ 
tion and personal experience which makes 
this book so important. Ms Stewart is not a 
nimof-tbe-mill historian, and it is this 
type of writing which lifts local history out 
of the humdrum. 

Th^ are some small but irritating er¬ 
rors'which have crdpt into the text. 
Hopefully a second edition wUl^enable (he 
author to correct these errors. ‘'Alas.” is 
not the abbreviation for Alaska. 
Holodiscus discolor is not iron wood, but 
Ocean Spray or Arrow-wood, and the 
Sebastodes Melanops is usually called the 
Black Rock-Fish, not Black Cod. And, per¬ 
sonally, 1 wish the author would stop 
“butchering” fish when she means clean¬ 
ing fish or filleting fish. 

None of this, however, takes away 
from the importance of the text. We’ve 
been here long enough as strangers; it is 
about time more of us took a deeper in¬ 
terest in our own land, and the traditions 
that rose from the land. This book is one 
major step in the right direction.

If you fuddenly difcover that your 
house is riddled with termites will you, 
like some of the most distinguished 
biologists of our time, become fascinated 
by the remarkably sophisticated society 
and complex communication systems of 
termites? The termite world is one of the 
pinnacles of social evolution, its colonies 
being models of urban planning, with 
specialization of labor, administrative 
hierarchies, day-care centres, armed 
forces, and so on. Will you view your ter¬ 
mites in this light? 

Will you hell! Horrified and somewhat 
panic-stricken you will call In an exter¬ 
minator to save your precious investment. 
Now, supposing you are also an ardent 
conservationist, will it occur to you that 
your investment in yonr home is 
qualitatively identical with the African 
peasant’s investment in his crops? 

The comparison is made by Boyce 
Rensberger in The Cult of the Wild, and he 
goes on to state that “to poison the termite 
and condemn the African farmer who 
shoots marauding elephants is to display 
an immature attitude toward wildlife and 
the people who must live with it." 

It is one of scores of jolting statements 
made in this unpretentious and important 
book which is aimed at the enlightenment 
of ardent conservationists who live in 
cities, far removed from the realities of 
the daunting problems facing experts in 
the field. 

Too many of us, myself included, have 
been influenced by emotional appeals to 
save wilderness and wildlife that bear no 
relationship to the facts. Rensberger, 
biologist, anthropologist, and leading 
science writer for the New York Times, 
brings the light of reason to bear on a sub¬ 
ject which, largely through ignorance, has 
deteriorate Into a battle between good 
guys and bad guys. 

He begins at the beginning with hunters 
and hunted co-existing in the wilderness, 
then goes on to shatter myth after myth, 
beginning with those perpetrated by Aesop 
and the Bible (note how Matthew 7:15 
picks up Aesop’s fable about the wolf in 
sheep’s clothing) and ending with those 
continued or created by people as diverse 
as Jack London, the unknown author of 
Little Red Ridinghood, Serge Prokofiev, 
Walt Disney, Robert Ardrey and Joy 
Adamson of Elsa the lioness fame.

Toward a new conservation ethic: 

At last, some light on an emotional subject 


The book closes with a lengthy and 
thoughtful chapter in which Rensberger 
offers constructive suggestions for a new 
conservation ethic. 

Although Rensberger has visited Africa 
he would be the first to acknowledge that 
he couldn’t have written this book without 
studying the work of the pioneer 
ethologists such as Jane Goodall, George 
Schaller, lain DougUs-Hamilton, Dlan 
Fossey and others, who have spent years 
observing animal behavior in the wilds. 
They are the real myth-shatterers; 
Rensberger uses their findings to con¬ 
struct his thesis. 

First lions. For centuries lions have 
been the world’s undisputed symbol of 
nobility and majesty and are today the 
most popular, respected, revered and 
loved of wild animals. Ihe truth, says' 
Rensberger (quoting freely from Schal¬ 
ler) Is that lions get most of their food by 
scavenging carcasses of animals killed by 
hyenas and wild dogs; adult lions 
monopolize available f(^, often leaving 
cubs to starve ; lions sleep or rest‘for 21

out of 24 hours a day; females dominate 
the pride, the males being itinerants who 
sire Utters and defend their adopted 
families against other males. 

It is now known that free-living Uons in¬ 
dulge freely in murder of their own kind 
and that both male and female Uons often 
kiU and eat their own cubs. Rensberger 
savagely attacks the Adamsons for giving 
a falM picture of Uon behavior and for be¬ 
ing indirectly responsible for the spread of 
Uon safari parks in Europe and the United 
States, where the behavior of the poor 
beasts is as artificial as was that of Elsa. 

Rensberger springs to the defence of 
wolves, and well he might. Thanks in large 
measure to Jack Lon^n, who reUed on 
fairy tales and had no first-hand ex¬ 
perience, wolves are the most maligned of 
creatures. In fact, wolves exhibit all Uie 
behavioral patterns that should please 
sentimental animal-lovers — and there is 
not a single recorded case of a wolf (a shy 
animal) attacking a human in Europe or 
North America except when rabid. 

The fascinating chapter on wolves is 
complemented by that on hyenas. Thanlw 
to Hans Kruuk, whose three-year study in 
the field of hyena behavior is definitive, 
we now know that, far from being the 
cowardly scavenger of legend, the hyena 
is the most formidable hunter in Africa 
and has intelligence, courage and stamina 
that any lion — “lord of his domain’* 
must envy. 

Unbelievably, before Kruuk no one 
bothered to stay up all night to observe 
these nocturnal hunters, so the scavenging 
lions, eating their stolen breakfasts, got 
the credit for the kill while the lurking, 
still hungry, mangy-looking hyena earned 
only hatred and contempt. 

Rensberger goes on to shatter myths 
about gorillas (shy creatures that are 
harmless), elephants (their society is 
matriarchal; females protect the herd, 
bulls are rarely in evidence), sharks (they 
exist mainly on plankton; Jawsmania is 


the resurgence of a basic, atavistic emo¬ 
tion — dread of the mysterious wild 
beast), baboons (still considered vermin 
in Africa, but In fact highly intelligent and 
near the top of the evolutionary scale — 
unpleasantly near for the insecure nucho 
game wardens and white hunters who kill 
them indiscriminately). 

Also crocodiles (which are not “evil’’ 
at all, and which can run on land as fast as 
a man, and can pick up crocodile eggs 
without harming the babies inside), and 
bears (popularly thought of as cute and 
cuddly but which are in fact the deadliest 
carnivores in North America). 

The purpose of these chapters is to 
show how our sentimental and false im¬ 
ages of animal^ in fact hinder our under¬ 
standing of the animals themselves and 
make impossible sane and effective con¬ 
servation policies and the forming of a 
realistic appraisal of our own place in 
nature. 

Finally, Rensberger hammers home 
the point that the whole conservation 
business is a question of habitat. This is 
not an original thought but Rensberger ex¬ 
presses it better than most. He says it’s 
pointless to attack people who wear fur 
coats, or greedy poachers, or even baby 
seal clubbers, if we fail to deal with the 
major threat to wildlife. 

Loss of habitat being the chief problem, 
he argues that we should logically tell the 
Tanzanian farmer not to grow more food, 
the Brazilians not to raise their standard 
of living by exploiting the mineral wealth 
of the Amazon basin, and the peasants of 
India to sacrifice a year's income (the 
value of a bullock) to give a Bengal tiger 
something to eat for a week. 

He argues sensibly that if we want in¬ 
habitants of the ’Third World to make 
sacrifices because their wild animals are 
part of our precious natural heritage then 
we should pay them handsomely for leav¬ 
ing wilderness intact. And that is going to 
cost an awful lot of money. If we in the 
rich lands aren’t prepared to put up, he 
says, then we should shut up. 

'The Cult of the Wild is an important 
book because it deals perceptively with 
man's inter-relationship with animals and 
is directed at the preservation not only of 
other species but, ultimately, our own.

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'Why Nothing Seems to Work Anymore' 


The world is in a mess — on 
that point, at least, both 
radical and conservative 
thinkers are agreed. Just who 
is to blame and just what 
remedies are called for are 
topics for interminable debate. 
But on the central tenet that 
things are generally bad and 
getting worse, there seems to 
be a dauntingly impressive 
consensus. 

Yet is this fashionable pes¬ 
simism justified? Or are the 
crises currently confronting us 
more a matter of paper 
prognostications than hard- 
headed realities? Are we trap¬ 
ped In the net of our own 
negative expectations, perhaps 
even in danger of transforming 
misguided forecasts of doom 
into self-fulfilling prophecies? 

Richard N. Farmer thinks 
so ~ and in his new book. Why 
Nothing Seems To Work 
Anymore, he builds a per¬ 
suasive case for his position. 

Chairman of the Depart¬ 
ment of International Business 
at Indiana University in 
Bloomington, Professor 
Farmer is a staunch believer in 
the virtues of old-fashioned 
U.S.-style Private Enterprise 
and the efficacy of the ubi¬ 
quitous Profit Motive. Thus his 


approach, particularly to 
economic issues, is a basically 
conservative one. 

At times, 1 think, his bias 
blinds him to genuinely 
negative trends ~ especially 
when it comes to the dubious 
role of the modern mul¬ 
tinational corporation. But for 
the most part this is a sound 
and refreshinly insightful 
book. 

For Farmer Is blessed with 
that rare gift of making uncom- 
mon insights come out 
sounding like simple com- 
monsense. Writing In a brisk 
and sometimes slightly con¬ 
descending style, be examines 
the areas in which our society 
currently seems to be either 
stagnatl^ or falling apart — 
and comes to the conclusion 
that, in general. It is not the 
system itself that is at fault, 
but rather our outmoded ap¬ 
proaches to it. What we mis¬ 
takenly perceive as harbingers 
of imminent collapse are in 
fact merely the inevitable con¬ 
fusions attendant upon a large- 
scale shifting of- economic 
gears and a reordering of basic 
social goals. 

‘What is going on now,** he 
contends, "is that we are 
beginning to change the rules

of the game, slowly but surely, 
and very few people are even 
aware that the game is 
changing.** Chaos results, or 
sometimes only seems to 
result, whenever we try to ap¬ 
proach this wholly new ball- 
game in terms of the old, out¬ 
dated rules. And then we get 
frustrated because our 
familiar methods and frames 
of reference no longer apply. 

In particular, the post- 
Depression system of 
government • administered 
social and economic controls 
has grown to the point where it 
is now breaking down under its 
own weight. There is an 
economic threshold. Farmer 
suggests, somewhere around 
the point where governments 
gain control over a full third of 
the total economy. Up to that 
point, society can afford the 
luxury of proliferating 
bureaucracies; beyond it, it 
pays the price in the form of 
such galloping inefficiencies 


and economic deadlocks as are 
currently hamstringing Bri¬ 
tain, where some tvR^thirds of 
the economy is now under 
government contro^f. 

TBe Brilish economy — and 
now, increasingly, those of the 
U.S. and Canada as well — is 
stultifying under an excessive 
weight of regulations and 
regulatory agencies. 'These are 
usually well-intentioned and, 
on paper anyway, generally 
well-conceived. But in practice 
they typically turn out to be 
both inordinately expensive 
and ultimately self-defeating. 
Meanwhile, the whole system 
is overburdened as it labors to 
support them. 

The result, on paper, is an 
inexorable decline into creep¬ 
ing paralysis and escalating 
social crises. But, as Farmer 
sensibly reminds us, "When 
the paper system collapses, the 
real world underneath rarely 
does. It does change a little,’’ 
be admits, "because the paper

world and the real world are in¬ 
terrelated’’ — but, whatever 
happens, most people generally 
find ways to muddle through. 
Leaving the despairing 
managers and controllers 
perched high and dry amidst 
their paper purgatory, the 
enterprising find ways to 
in spite of them. They survive 
because they must. 

The escape-hatch. Farmer 
believes, is opened b^use the 
stranglehold of government 
controls is fatally crippling 
mainly to businesses that are 
big but not too big. At one end 
of the economic spectrum the 
huge multinationid corpora¬ 
tions elude them by leapfrogg¬ 
ing across national borders; at 
the other, small businesses are 
simply too numerous to be con¬ 
trolled effectively. Inevitably, 
then, these two opposite poles 
of the economy tend to wax 
strong as the middle range 
weakens. 

The most likely result will 
be a decade of two of seeming 
chaos, during which, he 
predicts, big government will 
undergo the two simultaneous 
and apparently contradictory 
processes of "de jure expan¬ 
sion and de facto contrac¬ 
tion." Regulations will multip¬ 


ly, but they will be increasingly 
ineffectual. 

Meanwhile, real power will 
Increasingly be either inter¬ 
nationalized or regionalized as 
the case may be. And the up¬ 
shot. though Farmer does not 
put it quite this bluntly, will be 
a progressive enfeeblement of 
the nation-state as the domi¬ 
nant factor in Western politics 
and economics. 

Does this mean disaster? 
National leaders and civil ser¬ 
vice functionaries may think 
so; but the rest of us will 
probably find ourselves 
breathing a good deal more 
freely as their power over us 
lessens. And then, with the help 
of the kind of unconventional 
commonsense this book has to 
peddle, we can put the dis¬ 
heartening spectres of their 
paper crises behind us, and 
begin confronting the real 
problems of the world from a 
suitably realistic standpoint.
